The  purpose  of  the 
Annual  Report  is  to  gather  essential  information  in  an  uniform 
fashion.     The  data  includes  reports  from  all  of  the  branches  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  gives  detailed  accounts  of  the 
activities  performed  by  its  members.

Edward  J.  King  was  sworn  in  as  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  on  January  4,  1979.  John  F,  Kehoe  Jr.  resigned 
as  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  and  Dennis  M.  Condon  took  office 
on  September  5,  1973  as  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety.  Deputy 
Commissioner  Fred  I.  Lams on  retired  on  May  25,  1979  ending  thirty 
eight  years  of  public  service.  Frank  J.  Trabucco  continued  as 
Colonel  and  Deputy  Superintendent,  assisting  in  the  administration 
of  the  Division  of  State  Police. 

The  fiscal  year  was  a  tragic  time  for  the  State  Police. 
Two  officers  were  wounded  in  an  exchange  of  gunfire  during  a 
drug  investigation.  One  officer  was  stabbed  while  transporting 
a  prisoner.  The  most  tragic  of  all  was  the  loss  of  Trooper  Donald 
Shea  who  died  as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  avoiding 
pedestrians  in  the  roadway  while  responding  to  a  call  for  service. 

A  recruit  examination  was  administered  to  7,300  applicants 
at  various  locations  throughout  the  Commonwealth  with  an  emphasis 
on  recruiting  minorities  and  females  into  the  State  Police.

The  State  Police  Air  Wing  is  housed  in  hangar  #5  at  Norwood  Airport.  The 
purpose  of  the  Air  Wing  is  to  provide  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  con- 
junction with  ground  units,  aerial  services  in traffic  enforcement,  criminal 
surveillance,  criminal  searches,  emergency  medical  transportation,  as  well  as, 
transportation  in  situations  where  time  is  of  a  critical  factor.    Aerial  observation 
and  command  platform  is  provided  at  the  scenes  of  civil  disturbances  and  disasters. 

The  helicopter  is  made  available  to  all  police  agencies  and  political  sub- 
divisions of  the  Commonwealth  for  law  enforcement  and/or  emergency  transportation 
in  life  threating  or  life  saving  situations. 

From  July  1,  1978  to  June  30,  1979  the  helicopter  was  flown  four  hundred  fifty 

seven  hours   (457)  .    The  helicopter  was  out  of  service  during  the  period  of 

September  23,  1978  to  December  10,  1978  due  to  maintenance  funding.    A  daily  traffic 

t 

surveillance  was    flown  over  the  major  highway  network  in  and  around  metropolitan 
Boston.    The  helicopter  was  utilized  by  fifty  nine  (59)  state  and  local  political 
subdivisions.    These  uses  included  searches  for  missing  persons,  murder  victims," 
robberies,  diaster  scenes,  civil  disturbances,  drownings,  personnel  transportation, 
drug  enforcement,  high  speed  chases,  and  aerial  photography.

The  Fiscal  and  Supply  Sections  work  closely  with  one  another 
to  provide  the  necessary  equipment  and  supplies  for  the  entire 
Division  of  State  Police  and  to  provide  proper  maintenance  for 
buildings  under  the  control  of  the  Division.

The  Supply  Section  has  the  responsibility  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Supply  Depot,  requisition  and  issuance  of  uniforms 
and  supplies  to  individual  and  various  Troops  and  Detachments  of  the 
State  Police.     Close  coordination  and  coooeration  is  retained  with  the 
Fiscal  Section. 

All  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  Department  are  maintained  and 
supplied  through  the  Supply  Section.  Also,  numerous  motor  vehicles 
supplies,  are  received  and  dispersed  through  the  Supply  Section. 

The  Armory  Section  is  located  within  the  Supply  structure  and  all 
weapons,  special  wea-  ons  and  emergency  supplies  are  repaired,  serviced  and 
issued  through  this  .  ection. 

Inventory  and  record  keeping  are  essential  activities  performed 
within  the  Section. 

Supply  activities  for  July  1,  1978  thru  June  30,  1979,  were  centered 
around  supplying  the  last  training  class.     This  was  accomplished  with  a 
minimum  of  funds  therefore  causing  severe  shortages  in  many  supply  items.

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Activities  for  July  1,  1979  thru  June  30,  19^0  will 
again  be  centered  on  another  proposed  recruit  class  compounded 
by  the  existing  shortages  from  the  last  and  several  previous 
classes*    Also  the  completion  of  purchase  and  issue  of 
approximately  400  "Mighty  Mac"  winter  coats  which  are  needed 
for  damaged  replacement  and  initial  issue  for  the  balance 
of  the  organization.

The  Fleet  Section  has  the  responsibility  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Fleet,  all  garages,  and  related  facilities.  The 
receiving  of  Cruisers  from  the  Car  Dealers,  Registering  them  and 
issuing  them  to  the  Troops,  Bureaus  and  Sections.  Close  coordination 
and  cooperation  is  retained  with  the  Fiscal  Section. 

As  the  result  of  the  establishment  of  a  body  repair  shop  at  the 
Fleet  Section  in  Framinghain,  the  following  savings  have  been  realized 
from  these  new  programs  to  the  Division  of  State  Police: 

1.  From  the  stripping  of  totalled  cruisers  313,641.00 
worth  of  good  used  parts  were  issued  to  the  various 
troop  garages  for  the  repair  of  troop  vehicles. 

2.  92  Cruiser  accidents  and  dammaged  vehicles  were 
processed  through  the  Body  Shop.  Of  these,  bids 
were  obtained  on  55  of  them  for  a  total  of  -330,402.80 
per  the  low  bids.  These  cruisers  were  repaired  at 
the  Fleet  Body  Shop  at  a  cost  of  37,658.70  resulting 
in  a  savings  of  1322,744.70.  Of  the  remaining  37 
cruisers  where  there  was  no  bids  available,  the  cost 
to  repair  them  was  j  2,565.00.  A  conservative  estimate 
of  having  these  repairs  done  by  a  private  vendor  would 
be  in  the  vicinity* of  310,000.  Of  the  37  cruisers,  3 
were  declared  totals  due  to  the  amount  of  cost  to  repair, 
same  were  repaired  at  the  Body  Shop  at  a  cost  of  31,176.64 
by  the  use  of  parts  taken  from  totalled  vehicles  whereever 
possible  and  a  limited  number  of  outside  purchases. 

3.  As  the  result  of  the  temporary  assignment  of  an  additional 
man  at  the  Fleet  Section  on  November  1,   1978,  a  program  of 
recovering  damages  from  insurance  Companies  on  cruiser 
accidents  was  instituted  with  the  following  results: 

A,  321,085.70  was  recovered  from  Insurance  companies 
and  payments  made  to  the  vendor  who  repaired  the  damaged 
vehicles . 

B.  37,321.43  was  recovered  from  Insurance  companies 
on  cruisers  that  were  declared  Totals  and  the  money 
returned  to  the  Comm.  of  Mass. 
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The  Fleet  Section  maintains  2  Ramp  Body  Type  Wreckers,  1  at 
AHQ  Garage  and  1  at  the  Fleet  Section  Office.  The  following  is  a 
list  of  the  functions  performed  by  the  above  two  vehicles  for  the 
past  12  months:

During  the  months  of  September  1978  through  December  1978, 
Motor  Equipment  Repairman  Eugene  Gregoire  was  assigned  the  task 
of  surveying  all  Auxiliary  Generators  throughout  the  Division  of 
State  Police  to  ascertain  the  condition  and  needed  repairs  of  these 
units.  Some  maintenance  work  was  performed  on  Generator  Units,  but 
the  program  was  suddenly  terminated  in  December  1973  without  explan- 
ation by  Lt.  Col.  ./ills. 


Confidential  Cruiser  Registration  files  are  kept  at  the  Fleet 
Section  office  and  close ' cooperation  with  the  Confidential  Unit  of 
the  Mass.  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  thru  this  effort  when  there 
is  an 'inquiry  to  the  Registration  of  a  cruiser  the  inquiring  party 
is  referred  to  the  proper  unit  of  the  State  Police  in  control  of 
the  cruiser.  Also  maintained  at  the  Fleet  Office  is  Card  Files  and 
other  inventory  records  which  are  essential  to  the  operation  of 
the  Fleet  Section.

The  Bureau  of  Technical  Services  consists  of  the  Communications 
Section,  Firearms  Identification  (Ballistics),  Photography /Finger- 
printing Section,  Traffic  Section,  Crime  Laboratory  Section,  and  the 
Civil  Defense  Section. 

The  Bureau  Commander  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
all  secrions  assigned  to  the  Bureau  and  shall  be  accountable  to  the 
Staff  Operations  Officer.    He  shall  plan,  direct  and  coordinate 
the  scientific,  technical  and  supportive  staff  functions. 

The  aforementioned  Sections  and  Units  are  strictly  supportive 
units  for  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  (Uniformed 
and  Investigatory  personnel)  along  with  other  state,  municipal  and 
federal  agencies  upon  request. 

The  ever  rising  crime  rate,  both  violent  and  drug  related 
crimes,  have  increased  the  awareness  of  law  enforcement  investigators 
in  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  State  Police  scientific  and  technical 
capabilities  along  with  expert  testimony  necessary  for  conviction 
in  the  presentation  of  evidence.    Each  year  the  work  load  and  demand 
is  also  forever  increasing.    However,  only  through  the  integrity, 
special  training  and  the  tireless  efforts  of  those  personnel  assigned, 
is  the  fight  to  combat  crime  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  met.

12  STATE  POLICE  DISPATCHERS 
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STATE  POLICE  COMMUNICATIONS  SECTION 


The  Massachusetts  State  Police  Communications  Section  is 
the  most  important  technical  segment  of  the  entire  public 
safety  operation.     It  is  a  viable  entity  which  allows  a 
highly  decentralized  body  of  personnel  and  equipment  to 
function  in  coordinated  fashion  over  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Communications  System  is  composed  of  two  interrelated, 
functional  activities— the  State  Police  radio  network,  and 
the  Law  Enforcement  Agencies  Processing  System  (A  statewide 
Police  Information  Computer  and  Teletype  System). 

The  radio  system  is  a  multi-million  dollar  statewide  opera- 
tion comprised  of  4  6  towers  and  repeater  stations  which  con- 
solidate the  Law  Enforcement  efforts  of  900  mobile  patrol 
and  detective  units.     Troopers  on  the  road,  patrolling  alone, 
or  investigating  serious  crimes  are  exposed  to  many  dangers 
in  this  permissive  society  within  which  we  live.     They  are 
often  many  miles  from  assistance  when  their  life  is  imperiled 
on  dark,  rural  roads.     Their  only  link  with  safety  is  the 
radio  at  their  immediate  command.     Without  it,  they  are  in 
a  vacuum,   shut  off  from  the  outside  world. 
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The  LEAPS  Teleprocessing  System  links  Law  Enforcement  Agencies 
in  the  Commonwealth  to  a  high  speed  computerized  network  of 
police  information  and  communication.     Currently,   217  local 
and  State  Police  agencies  are  provided  with  the  capability  of 
instantaneous  inquiry  and  response  by  high  speed  digital  equip 
ment  to  a  centralized  computer  located  at  State  Police  Head- 
quarters in  Boston.     Information  on  stolen  vehicles  and  reg- 
istration plates,  missing  or  wanted  persons,   lost  or  stolen 
property,   lost  or  stolen  securities,   stolen  guns,  outstanding 
warrants,  and  other  viable  police  information  is-  stored  in 
the  computerized  system.     The  Network  also  provides  partici- 
pating agencies  with  the  capability  of  information  input  and 
direct  inquiry  to  the  National  Crime  Information  Center 
(NCIC)   files  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  Communications  Center  is  also  the  control  terminal  agency 
for  the  National  Law  Enforcement  Teleprocessing  System  (NLETS) 
which  links  each  of  the  continental  states  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  to  a  Nationwide  Police  Information  computer  system 
All  messages  entering  and  leaving  Massachusetts  are  monitored 
to  conform  to  LEAPS  and  NLETS  standards. 

At  the  present  time,  nine  sworn  officers  are  assigned  to  the 
Communications  Section.     Two  men  are  assigned  to  administra- 
tive duties;  one  man  is  assigned  as  a  Coordinator  for  the 
LEAPS  system,  and  six  men  are  assigned  as  desk  supervisors. 
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The  Communications  Section  at  GHQ,  Boston,  coordinates  the 
operational  effectiveness  of  field  units  and  decentralized 
barracks  by  providing  primary  informational  resource  data. 
Field  units  obtain  vital  information  concerning  criminal 
warrants,   license  and  registration  data,  suspension  and 
revocation  information  and  stolen  vehicle  and  property  data 
in  expedient  fashion  by  telephone,  radio,  and  computer  ter- 
minal inquiry. 

Desk  supervisors  coordinate  the  operational  activities  of 
all  manual  and  computerized  system  on  an  around-the-clock 
basis,  ensure  the  security  of  the  building  after  business 
hours,  provide  information  to  the  public  and  the  media  con- 
cerning road  and  traffic  hazards,  and  supervise  the  functions 
of  State  Police  Dispatchers  under  their  command. 

The  Area  Coordinator  for  the  LEAPS  System  provides  initial 
and  continuous  training  to  operators  of  participants  in  the 
LEAPS  System;  continuously  updating  LEAPS,  NCIC,  NLETS ,  and 
DRIVES  procedural  changes  and  provides  quarterly  audits  of 
users  entries.     Furnished  by  Quality  Control  Unit. 
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NATIONAL  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  TELEPROCESSING  SYSTEM 


The  interstate  system  is  a  National  System  known  as  National  Law 
Enforcement  Teleprocessing  System  (NLETS) .     All  machines  on  this 
system  operate  at  1200  words  per  minute.     We  have  direct  connec- 
tions via  an  automatic  switching  center  in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  to 
every  state  except  Hawaii.     This  system  uses  call  directing  codes 
which  direct  the  message  to  their  destinations.

To  provide  technical  assistance  in  the 


fields  of  photography,  crime  scene,  the  science  of  fingerprints,  handling 
and  processing  of  physical  evidence  and  training  in  those  sciences  to 
local,  state  and  federal  law  enforcement  agencies  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth. 

PERTINENT  INFORMATION: 

The  primary  mission  is  the  examination  or  comparison  of  materials, 
primarily  by  means  of  photography  and  fingerprinting,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime,  and  the  proper  preparation 
of  this  evidence  for  presentation  to  Grand  Juries  and  Courts  in  criminal 
cases. 

The  lab  is  also  involved  in  training  of  new  technicians  both 
Massachusetts  State  Police  and  local  police,  of  being  responsible  for 
public  relations  photos  and  class  photos  at  the  Academy.    We  are  also 
involved  in  photcmacrograohy  and  surveillance  documentation  for  other 
bureaus  within  the  Department.    We  are  involved  in  audio  visual  and 
video  taping  in  making  training  films,  and  dccumenting  disturbances. 
We  are  involved  in  graphic  arts  to  the  extent  that  we  copy  many  photos 
for  MSBI  (Bureau  of  Identification) ,  we  mount  exhibits  for  the  Public 
Relations  Section  and  we  make  fingerprint  charts  for  evidence  in  court. 
We  are  also  involved  with  photos  or  movies  of  Massachusetts  State  Police 
graduations,  Memorial  Day  exercises,  funerals,  and  parades. 
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This  year,  as  in  the  past,  this  Section  has  provided  services  on 
a  twenty-four  hour  basis.    Our  members  are  called  upon  to  perform  their 
tasks  in  a  wide  range  of  situations.    The  technician  who  just  finished 
taking  a  planned  photograph  of  a  graduating  class  at  the  Academy  in  the 
morning,  may  photograph  the  scene  of  a  multiple  fatal  accident  in  the 
afternoon,  and  autopsy  in  the  early  evening  and  a  homicide  scene  at  3:00A.M.,  . 
the  next  morning.    A  member  who  examines  fingerprints  in  a  routine  case  may  find 
himself  comparing  lifted  prints  with  the  record  prints  of  a  murder  suspect 
the  same  day.

1«  -   The  Traffic  Section  is  a  section  of  the  Bureau  of 

Technical  Services  within  Staff  Operations  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police.    Responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  section  are 
divided  into  three  categories  and  are  listed  below: 

A.  ADMINISTRATIVE 

1*  Assemble,  process,  administer  and  summarize  all 
traffic  activities  of  the  Division  of  the  State 
Police.    Upon  being  summarized  and  processed,  all 
data  is  evaluated  to  seek  out  trends,  strengths 
and  weaknesses  and  any  specific  problem  areas. 

2.  Responsibility  for  developing  and  suggesting 
departmental  policy  as  it  relates  to  traffic 
matters. 

3«  Overall  supervision,  planning,  record  keeping  and 
monitoring  of  assigned  tasks  within  the  section, 
throughout  the  state  police  stations,  between 
state  and  federal  agencies  and  in  all  areas  of 
police  traffic  law  enforcement.

1«  The  mandate  by  the  administration  and  the  federal 

government  for  the  expansion  of  the  truck  weigh  team  into 
all  areas  of  commercial  vehicle  laws,  safety  and  hazardous 
material  transportation  makes  the  need  for  additional 
personnel  and  funding  a  must.    These  needs  are  as  follows: 

A.  Two  additional  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  six 
additional  Troopers  to  provide  minimum  coverage  and 
supervision  to  the  state  in  this  area  of  commercial 
vehicle  enforcement, 

B.  Training  provided  by  the  Department  of  Transport- 
atior  schools  and  seminars  in  all  areas  of 
hazardous  material  transportation  and  commercial 
vehicle  inspection.    This  training  will  produce 
personnel  qualified  to  serve  as  instructors  and 
experts  for  the  State  Police.

1.  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety  Chemical 
Laboratory  serves  a  population  of  over  five  million.    It  is  charged  with 
performing  all  of  the  forensic  toxicology,  fire  and  explosive  chemistry 
for  the  state  and  criminalistics  for  all  the  state,  except  Boston.  In 
addition,  the  laboratory  is  authorized  to  certify  analyses  of  drugs  for 
officers.- of  this  .department  for  judicial  purposes. 

2.  It  should  be  noted  that  there  have  been  persistent 
personnel  and  automatic  equipment  shortages  during  the  last  few  years  in 
the  laboratory,  nevertheless,  as  indicated  by  the  annual  summaries,  the 
laboratory  personnel  have  completed  an  unusually  large  number  of  analyses 
during  the  last  fiscal  year: 

A.  The  criminalistics  cases  submitted  to  the  laboratory 
-r:- -"■     number  2162  of  -which  6l  involved  the  restoration  of 
numbers  and  106k  involved  the  investigation  of  fires 
and  explosions  and  the  evaluation  of  potential  hazards. 


B.  The  cases  submitted  by  the  Medical  Examiners  and  State 
Police  Pathologists,  including  homicide  investigations, 
"number  2012. Significant  increases  in  highway  death 
investigations  resulting  from  legislation  requiring 
blood  alcohol  tests  on  decedent  drivers  and  adult  . 
pedestrians  are  included  in  this  summary. 


C.  Drug  cases  submitted  to  the  laboratory  were  1373. 

—         D.  Breathalyzer  Training  Courses  involving  lectures 
on  blood  and  breath  alcohol  levels  in  addition  to 
Breathalyzer  operation  were  given  to  1+30  officers 
during  the  year. 

E.  Legislation  authorizing  the  issuance  of  blood  alcohol 
certificates  in  cases  of  alcohol  involvement  in  driving 
violations  has  resulted  in  a  total  of  119  driving 
while  intoxicated  cases  submitted  to  the  laboratory.

The  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services  consists  of 
the  Detective  Section,  the  CP AC  Units,  the  Narcotics 
Section  and  the  Special  Service  Section.

Arson  Strike  Force  were  developed  by  this  Bureau 
during  the  past  year  and  units  were  implemented  in  Fall 
River,  Lawrence,  Haverhill  and  Lowell.       The  impact  of 
these  teams  has  resulted  in  at  least  a  50%  decrease  in 
Arson  and  arson-related  cases  in  those  communities.

To  highlight  a  few  of  this  Unit's  cases  during  fiscal 

year  1978-1979  this  officer  would  like  to  cite  the  following. 

1.  )     This  Unit  has  primarily  been  involved  in  numerous 
arson  probes  in  the  metropolitan  Boston  area.     One  of  which 
involved  the  staking  out  of  a  multi-storied  office  building  in 
downtown  Boston  and  resulted  in  the  apprehension  of  two 
subjects . 

2.  )     An  investigation  into  alleged  larceny  of  civil 
service  examinations  leading  to  bribery  and  extortion  indictments 

3.  )     Officers  in  this  Unit  along  with  the  Boston  Police 
Department  conducted  an  investigation  into  fire  bombing  incidents 
in  Boston  neighborhoods.     These  incidents  we~r^~rot~~3r  racial-nature 

4.  )     This  Unit  is  involved  in  an  :qngoing -investigation -of 
state  tax  violations.     Also  involved  here  are  investigations  of 
Cigarette  tax  violations. 

5.  )  This  Unit  conducted  an  independant  gaming  investigation 
as  well  as  a  gaming  investigation  using  court-ordered  wiretap,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Special  Service  Unit.     A  court-ordered  wire- 


tap  was  conducted  by  this  office  for  Plymouth  County  CPAC 
as  well. 

The  above-mentioned  cases  have  all  resulted  in  arrests, 
some  convictions;  and  some  are  still  pending  court  disposition. 

This  Unit's  photo  capabilities  are  constantly  being 
utilized  in  our  own  investigations  as  well  as  assisting  other 
units  and  departments. 

This  Unit  has  a  State  Police  officer  trained  in  the 
principle  of  voiceprint  identification  who  has  assisted  many 
departments  including  departments  outside  Massachusetts  in 
voiceprint  identification  investigations. 

All  of  the  above  situations  have  required  long  hours  of 
investigation  and  training.     Some  of  these  investigations 
being  of  many  months  duration. 

The  two  additional  men  requested  in  Form  P-l/SP  as  well  as 
replacing  the  officer  on  extended  sick  leave  are  sorely  needed 
from  both  a  work-load  point  of  view  and  a  supervisory  point  of 
view.

The  Crime  Prevention  and  Control  Unit   (C-Pac)   attached  to  the 
Barnstable  District  Attorney's  office  was  first  established  in  1973. 
At  the  time,   it  was  formed  there  were  three  Detective  Lieutenants, 
one  Staff  Sargeant,   and  9  Troopers.     This  unit  covers  three  counties 
Barnstable,   Dukes,  and  Nantucket. 

The  main  duties  of  this  unit  are  to  investigate  all  cases  for 
the  District  Attorney  in  all  three  counties,  to  assist  all  local 
police  departments  in  their  investigations  when  called  upon,  to 
gather  all  intelligence  regarding  organized  crime,  narcotic  smugglin 
gaming,   and  white  collar  crimes  as  well  as  all  other  investigations 
initiated  by  investigators  in  this  unit. 

Since  1977,  narcotic  smuggling  has  become  very  prevalent  on 
Cape  cod,   the  entire  Cape  being  surrounded  by  water.     Because  of 
this,  narcotic  smuggling  has  become  a  top  priority  within  this 
unit.     All  intelligence  regarding  narcotic  smuggling  gathered  by 
this  unit  has  been  disseminated  to  our  narcotic  section  in 
Norwell,   the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  United  States  Customs, 
Drug  Enforcement  Agency  and  all  local  departments. 

In  1979  an  arson  task  force  has  been  established  on  a  county- 
wide  basis  by  this  unit  and  includes  a  representative  of  every 
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police  and  fire  departs  of  every  town  in  the  three  counties 
The  following  pages  summarize  the  activities  of  this  unit 
and  indicate  the  assignment  of  personnel.

Statement  of  Purpose : 

The  main  duties  of  this  unit  are  to  investigate  all  homicides, 
arson,  rapes,   larcenies,  gaming,  narcotic,  bank  robberies,  white 
collar  crime  cases,  as  well  as  cases  given  to  us  by  the  District 
Attorney  on  citizen  complaints,  mainly  involving  police  brutality. 

The  territory  covered  by  this  unit  is  unique  in  that  it  includes 
three  counties,  all  of  which  are  surrounded  by  water.       This  creates 
a  time  of  travel  problem,  especially  to  Dukes  and  Nantucket  Counties 
because  of  the  public  transportation  problem. 

The  population  of  the  three  counties  during  the  winter  months 
are  approximately  154,000  people.       During  the  summer  months  it  is 
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increased  by  300%. 

The  majority  of,  the  local  police  departments  are  small  except 
for  the  Towns  of  Barnstable  and  Yarmouth.     During  the  summer  months 
the  majority  of  the  police  departments  hire  summer  police  officers 
who  are  not  properly  trained.     Therefore,  many  of  the  departments 
call  upon  this  unit  to  assist  them  in  all  types  of  investigations.

This  unit  also  gathered  a  numerous  amount  of  intelligence 
information  which  does  not  appear  above.     This  information  was 
disseminated  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  United  States 
Coast  Guard,  United  States  Customs,   Drug  Enforcement  Agency,  and 
state  and  local  authorities. 

Highlights  or  Expansion  on  Activities  You  Deem  Significant: 

July  1978:     Ten  tons  of  marijuana  was  seized  in  the  Town  of  Sandwich 

valued  at  ten  million  dollars.     Seven  people  were  arrested  and  a 

47'   fishing  dragger,  valued  at  $65,000,  was  seized. 

September  1978:     The  First  National  Bank  in  Yarmouth  was  held  up. 

Within  45  minutes,   the  subject  was  apprehended  and  $6,740.00  in 

monies  were  recovered  along  with  the  weapon  used. 

July  1978:     An  elderly  male  was  murdered  in  Dennis,  Massachusetts. 
The  victim  was  stabbed  several  times.     Through  nation-wide  teletype 
messages  sent  out  by  this  unit  and  through  further  investigation, 
suspect  was  apprehended  in  Old  Orchard  Beach,  Maine.     Members  from 
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this  unit  flew  to  Elaine  and  obtained  full  confession  and  recovered 
property  stolen  from  the  victim. 

October  1978:     Three  hundred  pounds  of  marijuana  was  seized  in 
Falmouth,  valued  at  $180,000.00.     Three  suspects  were  arrested. 
March  1979:     In  March  1979  approximately  two  pounds  of  uncut  cocaine 
valued  at  approximately  $200,000.00,   1200  tuinal  tablets,  valued 
at  $6,000.00  were  seized  at  Dunfeys  Motel  in  Hyannis.     Five  persons 
were  arrested.

This  CP AC  Unit  consists  of  a  Detective  Lieutenant,  one  Sergeant 
and  four  Troopers.     The  Unit's  responsibilities  include  assisting  the  lo- 
cal police  departments,  District  Attorney's  Office,  and  two  State  Police 
barracks  in  the  County  in  the  detection  of  crimes  and  the  apprehension  of 
criminals.     This  county  is  made  up  of  two  cities  and  thirty  towns,  many 
of  which  do  not  have  full  time  police  departments. 

During  the  1978-1979  fiscal  year  CPAC  Berkshire  had  a  caseload 
of  198  cases,  made  93  arrests  and  closed  out  85  cases.     About  twenty  per 
cent  of  the  cases  involved  lengthy  investigations,  usually  lasting  longer 
than  a  one-month's  duration.     Included  in  these  lengthy  investigations 
were  several  narcotic  cases;  a  one  million  dollar  rare  art  theft  and  the 
continuing  investigation  of  two  unsolved  homicide  cases. 

In  the  reporting  ocriod  assistance  was  rendered  to  the  Office  of 
the  Berkshire  County  District  Attorney  in  the  presentation  of  cases  before 
five  different  sessions  of  the  Grand  Jury,  two  of  which  were  special  sessions 

Assistance  in  the  preparation  of  two  murder  trials  was  also  con- 
ducted by  members  of  the  Unit.     In  January  of  1979  for  a  new  District  At- 
torney the  complete  pending  trials  list  was  reviewed  by  our  personnel,  and 
a  new  revised  list  was  formulated  for  a  speedier  disposition  of  the  cases. 
In  addition  to  other  investigations  conducted  for  the  District  Attorney,  we 
conducted  background  investigations  for  new  personnel  in  that  office. 

As  the  result  of  one  of  our  investigations,  a  total  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00)  was  assessed  in  fines  for  violation  of  the 
pornographic  laws.     Another  case  involving  gaming  violations  resulted  in  a 
three-thousand  dollar  ($3,000.00)  fine. 

Drugs  valued  at  $5,000.00  have  been  seized  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  and  in  one  case  alone  where  this  unit  assisted  the  Federal  Drug  Enforce- 
ment Agency  in  the  raid  of  a  "Drug  Lab",  close  to  four  million  dollars  worth 
of  Methamphetamine  was  seized  and  several  people  were  later  convicted  in  the 
Federal  Court. 
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Stolen  antiques  valued  at  approximately  twenty-thousand'  dollars 
($20,000.00)  were  recovered  in  Mew  York  State  as  the  result  of  an  investiga- 
tion conducted  by  one  of  our  officers  with  the  New  York  State  Police. 

Representing  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  office,  assistance  was  given 
to  local  agencies  into  the  investigation  of  suspicious  fires.  Several  cases 
of  Arson  were  uncovered  and  arrests  made. 

A  total  of  thirty-seven  (37)  death  cases  were  investigated  over  the 
past  fiscal  year  by  officers  from  this  unit.     Eleven  (11)  were  suicides; 
three  (3)  were  fire  deaths;  Two  (2)  were  vehicular  homicides;  hit  and  run 
pedestrian  types  in  which  arrests  were  made  in  both  cases  after  lengthy  in- 
vestigations; and  one  (1)  murder  occurred  and  arrests  were  made  in  that  case 
also. 

The  unit  is  in  need  of  at  least  one  new  typewriter  (manual)  and  the 
ones  presently  in  use  should  be  serviced. 

Four  filing  cabinets  are  needed  for  the  office  as  well  as  a  copy 
machine.     In  order  to  copy  material  we  have  to  travel  across  town  to  the  Courthouse. 

The  six  unmarked  cruisers  should  be  equipped  with  emergency  blue  lights. 
(Portable  type  that  plug  into  the  lighter) 

If  two  or  three  men  were  added  to  our  strength,  it  would  be  possible 
for  us  to  have  an  evening  shift.     This  is  desirable  in  our  area  because  many 
of  the  local  police  chiefs  and  constables  in  the  smaller  towns  work  regular  jobs 
in  the  daytime  and  are  only  available  in  the  evenings  for  purposes  of  conferring 
with  and  gathering  intelligen  e  information.

jurisdiction  of  the  Commonwealth  whenever  extraordinary 
law-enforcement  problems  might  exist.

The  present  staff  of  the  Criminal_Inf ormation  Bureau  is  comprised 

one  Detective  Lieutenant,  one  identification  Operator  and  one 
fenior  Clerk  &  Stenographer. 

$he~pur?ose  of  the  Criminal  Information  Bureau  is  to  collect  infor- 
mation, either  by  investigations  of  its  own  or  contributed  from 
other  law  enforcement  agencies,  on  organized  crime,  organized  illegal 
gambling  and  other  illegal  activities  generally  described  as  rackets, 
including  information  as  to  the  identity  and  doings  of  persons  who 
engage  in,  promote,  operate  or  participate  in  such  activities  end 
persons  arrested  for  the  illegal  use,  sale  or  possession  of  harmful 
3togs  or  narcotics. 

The  Criminal  Information  Bureau  shall  maintain  files  of  all  of  the 
fLbpve-  information,  and  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  all  lav;  enforce- 
ment agencies  within  the  commonwealth  that  have  a  concern  for  the 
ln>ell  i  gence-  inf  prmati  on  . 

information  received  by  the  3ureau  as  mentioned  above  and  includ- 
jLng^ intelligence  reports  and  investigative  reports  from  all  units  of 
$i^&assachusetts-3tate  Police  are  catalogued  and  indexed  in  a  cross 
reference  system  using  available  electronic  equipment.  In  the  fiscal 
year  1978-1979  there  were  thirty  thousand,  four  hundred  and  twenty 
three  (30,423)  indices. 

The  courts  of  the  commonwealth  submitted  five  thousand,  three  hundred 
and  fifty  four  (5,354)  notifications  on  drug  and  gaming  charges  and 
convictions  for  the  fiscal  year  1978-79  to  this  bureau.  Of  these, 
one  thousand,  three  hundred  and  seventy  two  (1572)  were  sent  out  to 
the  local  police  departments  in  the  commonwealth  that  they  concerned.

This  unit  is  composed  of  four  detective-lieutenants, 
one  staff  sergeant,  one  sergeant,  four  troopers,  one  regular  clerk 
and  one  CETA  employee   (clerk- typist) . 

This  unit  primarily  is  assigned  to  the  Essex  District 
Attorney's  Office  to  do  the  criminal  investigations  required  by 
that  office,  this  CPAC  unit  also  engages  in  any  other  investigation 
which  is  officially  assigned  to  it  from  GHQ,  Boston.     It  also 
assists  in  investigations  initiated  by  other  state  and  federal 
agencies.     Also  contained  in  this  CPAC  is  a  sub-unit  composed  of  a 
detective-lieutenant  and  a  sergeant  which  is  engaged  in  the  investi- 
gations  pertaining  to  arsons  and  the  preparation  of  these  cases  for 
presentation  to  the  courts . 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Essex  CPAC  unit  has 
been  engaged  in  investigations  numbering  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven.     Of  this  number  approximately  one  hundred  and  eight  pertained 
to  sudden  or  suspicious  deaths  with  twenty  of  these  cases  relegated 
to  a  homicide  classification.     In  addition  to  cases  pertaining  to 
sudden  and  suspicious  deaths,  this  unit  undertook  investigations 
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including  larcenies,  truck  hi- jacking,  conflict  of  interest, 
numerous  investigations  for  out  of  state  law  enforcement  agencies 
in  regard  to  extensive  background  checks  for  candidates  for  law 
enforcement  positions,  bank  robberies,  extensive  investigations  into 
the  theft  of  services  from  public  utility  companies  and  processing 
all  legal  documents  pertaining  to  the  rendition  of  prospective 
defendants  from  asylum  states,  together  with  the  service  of 
Governors*  Warrants  against  fugitives  found  in  this  jurisdiction. 
There  were  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  people  arrested  and 
brought  to  court  by  members  of  this  unit  during  the  fiscal  year 
of  1978  -  1979. 

On  January  3,   19  79  a  new  District  Attorney,  Kevin  M. 
Burke,  of  Essex  County  was  installed  and  at  several  meetings  with 
this  writer  he  has  made  known  the  fact  that  his  office  was  to 
become  more  actively  involved  in  the  relentless  pursuit  and 
prosecution  of  the  criminal  element  of  this  county  that  previous 
administrations.     As  a  result,  an  added  burden  has  been  placed  on 
the  Essex  County  CPAC  because  of  their  involvement  with  certain 
types  of  investigations  which  the  previous  administration  passed 
over  to  other  agencies  for  investigations  and  prosecution.  While 
the  District  Attorney's  staff  of  assistants  has  been  greatly 
enlarged  compared  with  previous  administration,  the  CPAC  unit, 
which  is  the  investigating  arm  of  the  District  Attorney's  Office, 
has  remained  the  same  in  numbers ,  but  lost  several  detective- 
lieutenants  ,  due  to  retirements,  to  lesser  ranks.     When  new 
detective-lieutenants  are  appointed,  this  writer  requests  that  at 
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least  two  of  the  appointees  be  assigned  to  this  unit  to  augment 

the  present  complement. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  members  of  this  unit 

should  be  outfitted  with  proper  equipment  to  assist  them  in  their 
work  and  for  the  protection  of  their  persons.  In  many  instances 
when  the  members  of  this  unit  have  been  called  upon  to  assist 
other  law  enforcement  agencies,   the  men  have  had  to  borrow  bullet 
resistance  vest,  identifying  jackets  and  in  some  cases  coveralls, 
rubber  boots  and  very  often  walkie-talkie  radios. 

In  conclusion,   it  appears  that  the  Essex  CPAC 
activities  will  be  expanded  and  be  much  busier  during  the  tenure 
of  the  present  District  Attorney  and  should  be  equipped  both  in 
personnel  and  working  apparatus  to  enable  them  to  perform  their 
assignments  in  a  professional  manner.

Assistance  is  given  to  virtually  every  city  and 
town  police  department  in  Essex  County  by  this  unit. 
.Of  the  327  cases  opened  by  this  unit  during  the  last 
-fiscal  year,  approximately  60  percent  of  these  cases 
involve  local  police  and  this  unit  actively  assisted 
-and  worked  with  those  law  enforcement  agencies. 


-In  many  instances  certain -information -..came -to  the 
_knowledge  of  members  of  this  unit.  .  This  information 
.was  passed  on  to  units  within  the  state  police 
organization  that  specialized  in  the  subject  matter. 


A  goodly  number  of  cases  that  are  opened  by  members 
.of  this  unit  can  be  classified  as  extended  cases, 
-those  which  take  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to 
.investigate  and  extend  over  a  .month's  time  span.  The 
type  of  case  that  would  likely  go  beyond  a  month's 
time  in  regard  to  investigations  could  be  those 
-concerning  conflict  of  interest;  investigations  in 
-municipal  departments  of  a  city  or  town  and  in  many 
-homicide  cases.     This  unit  during  the  fiscal  year 
of  1978-1979  was  involved  in  many  such  investigations. 
Also  to  be  placed  in  this  category  are  rendition  cases 
: wherein  the  defendant  fights  his  return  to  the 
demanding  state,  thus  causing  a  long  drawnout  court 
proceeding  sometimes  extending  over  a  period  of 
several  months.     One: case  of  recent  vintage  is  an 
ongoing  investigation  concerning  the  city  of  Peabody. 
Another -example  is  the -present -arson -investigation 
in -the  city -of -Lynn,  a  similar  example  is  that  of  the 
arson  investigation  in  the  city  of  Lawrence  which 
culminated  with  many  defendants  being  brought  into 
court.     A  recent  undertaking  was  an -investigation  into 
improprieties  at  the  "Danvers  State -Hospital .     At  the 
time  of  "this  writing  an  investigation  is  under  way  in 
regard  to  the  city  of  Newburyport  Credit  Bureau  which 
requires  extensive  examination  of  records ,   -This  unit 
has  recently  completed  a  lengthy  investigation  - r  = :  - 
concerning  the  theft  "of  services  from  the  Massachusetts 
Electric  Company  and  another  such  investigation 
started  in  the  northern  part  of  the  county  by  this 
unit.

K.        As  far  as  possible  there  were  no  buildings 

inspected  by  this  unit  for  the  Fire  Marshal's 
Office  during  this  fiscal  year  according  to  our 
records . 

L.  In  regard  to  the  number  of  cases  prepared  for 

other  jurisdictions,  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
approximately  55  percent  of  this  unit's  cases 
end  up  in  the  grand  jury  and  preparation  for 
this  process  falls  under  this  unit  for  its  proper 
presentation . 

Whereas  this  unit  is  primarily  assigned  to  handle 
investigations  for  the  District  Attorney,  the  vast 
majority  of  this  unit's  cases  are  prepared  for  the 
District  Attorney. 

M.         1)       In  regard  to  contraband  seized  by  this  unit, 

the  amount  of  drugs  is  small  due  to  the  fact  that  when 
this  unit  is  involved  in  drug  raids,  usually  a  member 
of  the  narcotics  squad  is  present  and  any  drugs  seized 
and  taken  into  custody  for  analysis  and  preservation 
are  held  by  that  member  of  the  mrcotics  unit. 

2)  It  appears  that  only  a  few  motor  vehicles  are 
seized  by  members  of  this  unit.     When  a  motor  vehicle 
is  seized  it  usually  is  involved  in  a  homicide  and 
released  after  the  investigation  is  concluded. 

3)  During  this  fiscal  year  about  $2500.00  in  silver 
antiques  were  recovered  after  a  larceny  of  these  items, 

4)  There  were  no  hi-jacking  items  seized  by  this 
.unit  during  the  fiscal  year. 

5)  No  boats  or  aircraft  were  seized  by  this  unit 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

6)  Several  fireams  were  seized  by  members  of  this 
unit  during  this  fiscal  year.     The  majority  of  these 
weapons  were  used  in  homicide  cases  where  death  was 
caused  by  a  firearm. 

In  other  instances  members  of  this  unit  participated 

in  raids  with  other  law  enforcement  agenies  where  firearms 

were  seized  and  held  by  that  agency. 
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for  the  present  complement,   it  is  lacking  in 
ancillary  services.     During  the  summer  months 
the  heat  and  humidity  factors  are  sometimes 
intolerable,  due  to  the  lack  of  an  air  condi- 
tioning unit,   the  need  for  an  up  to  date  elec- 
trical service  should  be  of  top  priority.  The 
area  occupied  by  this  unit  needs  painting  and 
the  windows  should  be  overhauled  and  put  in  good 
operating  condition.     The  lighting  service 
consists  of  a  one  bulb  situation  in  the  ceiling 
and  one  electrical  outlet  in  each  room,  hardly 
adequate  if  the  personnel  buy  their  own  desk 
lamps.     Bulletin  boards  should  be  provided  for  the 
posting  of  items  of  interest. 

2)  There  are  several  items  that  should  be 
furnished  to  the  personnel  of  this  unit,  namely 
bullet  proof  vests  or  jackets,  identifying  armbands 
or  field  jackets  so  that  law  enforcement  members 
could  easily  be  identified  during  raids,  especially 
night  operations.     Each  member  of  this  unit  should 
have  coveralls  issued  to  him  in  order  to  preserve 
his  good  working  clothes  when  it  is  necessary  to 
enter  areas  where  his  business  clothing . might  be 
damaged  or  ruined.     Each  CP AC  unit  should  have  its 
own  weapons,  such  as  shotguns  and  a  rifle  so  as  to 
be  readily  available  when  an  emergency  exists  and 
time  is  of  the  essence.     Among  the  highest  priority 
is  a  set  of  up  to  date  statute  law  books  in  every 
CPAC  office. 

3)  .    Does  not  apply. 

4)  This  writer  finds  it  very  difficult  to  answer 
the  query  set  forth  under  paragraph  #4.     It  appears 
that  there  are  sufficient  programs  undertaken  by  this 
department  to  keep  it  a  smooth  running  organization.

This  unit  is  comprised  of  1  Detective  Lieutenant,  1  Corporal,  and 
7  Troopers.  Two  of  these  Troopers  work  a  night  shift. 


This  unit  conducts  investigations  into  all  serious  crimes  in  two 
Counties;  namely,  Hampshire  and  Franklin.  There  are  only  12  full-time 
Police  Departments  in  these  49  Towns  which  cover  an  area  of  approximately 
2,000  sq.  miles.-  This  unit  works  out  of  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney 
in  Northampton  and  Greenfield.  Numerous  investigations  are  requested  by 
the  District  Attorney,  especially  in  the  field  of  malfeasance  by  public 
officials.  He  also  utilizes  this  unit  in  the  preparation  of  trials  by 
locating  and  re-interviewing  wirnesses .  All  suspicious  fires  in  the  two 
Counties  are  investigated  by  this  unit.  Officers  of  this  unit  frequently 
travel  out  of  state  to  return  prisoners  to  this  Commonwealth  on  Interstate 
Rendition.  Illegal  gaming  and  illegal  drug  activities  are  investigated 
and  an  intensive  intelligence  file  is  kept.  Assistance  is  given  to  local 
police  in  the  drafting  of  affidavits  for  search  warrants.

These  investigations  may  be 
at  the  request  of  the  District  Attorney,  the  various  municipalities 
involved,  other  State  or  Federal  Agencies,  or  at  the  direction  of 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services. 

During  the  1978-1979  fiscal  year  officers  assigned  to  this  unit 
successfully  investigated  cases  which  eventually  resulted  in  the 
prosecution  and  conviction  of  individuals  in  a  wide  variety  of 
criminal  activity.

1.  )  Enclosed  is  the  activity  of  the  Narcotics  Section  from  July  01,  1978 
through  June  30,  1979. 

2.  )  This  Unit  was  involved  in  the  seizure  of  drugs  and  equipment  with 
a  value  of  fifty  (50)  million  dollars  (details  in  attached  report)  and  based 
on  the  agreed  10  percent  rate  of  apprehension,  the  magnitude  of  the  problem 
becomes  more  evident.    The  drug  problem  in  Massachusetts  is  estimated  at 
approximately  500  million  dollars  based  on  seizure  of  Marijuana  only.     It  must 
be  noted  that  no  seizures  of  airplanes  were  made,  although  it  is  documented 
that  airplanes  are  being  used.     It  must  also  be  noted  that  Logan  International 
Airport,  Boston  -  under  State  Police  Jurisdiction  is  the  only  major  airport  in 
the  country  without  a  Drug  Unit  attached.   (This  info  from  DEA) . 

3.  )  DEA  Administrator  Bessinger  was  in  Boston  on  August  07,  1979  and 
according  to  DEA  Cronin,  Boston  office  -  Bessinger  addressed  a  group  in  3oston 
and  stated  that  the  illegal  use  of  legitimate  pharmaceutical  products  through 
diversion  has  increased  rapidly  and  now  more  deaths  are  caused  by  this  route 
per  year  than  deaths  as  a  result  of  Heroin.    This  is  an  alarming  statistic. 

4.  )  The  Narcotics  Unit  as  you  know  is  grossly  understaffed  and  under- 
funded.   If  the  Narcotics  Law  -  94C,  Section  47  was  amended  regarding  seizure, 
the  State  Police  Drug  Unit  would  be  self  sufficient  and  able  to  go  after  what 
is  referred  to  as  the  "Big  Dealer".    At  the  present  time,  the  seizures  are 
spread  out  all  over  the  state  by  different  D.A.'s  offices.     If  the  State  Police 
were  able  to  utilize  all  property  and  monies  seized  by  State  Police  personnel,  - 
the  total  would  be  immense.     State  Police  seized  the  boats  for  D.A.  Rollins 
because  local  police  have  no  authority  beyond  mean  low  water  line.     This  is 
extremely  important.    The  State  Police  are  the  only  organization  that  has  the 
power  up  to  three  (3)  miles  at  the  present  time  along  the  complete  coast  line

Narcotics  Section  divided  into  three  (3)  areas. 


A.  )    Undercover  Troopers  assigned  to  investigations  for  numerous 
C-PAC  and  Local  Police  Departments  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Undercover 
Troopers  are  used-primarily- for- drugs  and  secondly  for  intelligence  and 
contacts  for  stolen  goods,  Hit  Men  to  commit  murder  etc.    At  present  time, 
at  least  ten  (10}—  communities  are  waiting  for  Undercover  Troopers. 

B.  )    Diversion  Investigations  referred  to  as  D.I.U.  Unit.  The 
Massachusetts  Unit  received  National  Recognition  and  received  a  Special  Award 
from  the  New  England  Narcotics  Officers'  Association  in  1978  for  Outstanding 
work.    The  Diversion  Unit  investigates  the  diversion  of  legally  manufactured 
drugs  to  illegal  purpose  through  theft,  illegal  perscribing  by  doctors  and 
illegal  distribution  by  pharmacies.     In  1977  when.  Federally  Funded,  the  D.I.U 
had  a  compliment  of  seventeen  (17)  people  assigned  to  D.I.U.  function  only. 
At  this  time,  this  function  has  been  absorbed  into  the  Narcotics  Section. 
Five  (5)  Troopers  are  now  working  full  time  on  D.I.U.  cases. 

C.  )    Smuggling  Unit : '  "S/Sgt .  and.. one  (1)  Trooper  working  full  time 
coordinating  intelligence  for  Massachusetts  during  the  past  year.  The 
Commissioner  has  designated  the  Narcotics  Unit  as  coordinator  between  Federal 
and  Local  Departments  as  well" as.. out-of-state  agencies.    A  minimum  of  fifteen 
(15)  inquiries  a  day  come_ihto  this  unit . from  outside  agencies. 


STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE  " 

A.)    Undercover  Agents  -  extremely  important  funtion  in  assisting 
Local  Police  Departments  throughout  the  Commonwealth.     Except  for  the  largest 
City  Departments,  the  Local  Departments  depend  on  the  State  Police  for  Drug 
Investigations .

(Continued  -  Statement  of  Purpose)   

B.  y    Diversion  Investigative  Unit    -  this  unit  was  formed  in 
1974  with  Federal  Grant  with  a  compliment  of  seventeen  (17)  people.  At 
present,  five  (5)  people  are  doing  these  investigations  full  time.  The 
State  Police  developed  expertise  in  this  field  and  as  a  result,  Doctors, 
Pharmacies  and  Local  Police  call  for  investigations  in  their  communities. 

It  should  be  noted  that  DEA  policy  dictates  that  any  State  that  has  a  D.I.U., 
the  DEA  refers  all  investigations  to  this  Unit  and  the  Compliance  Section  of 
DEA  does  not  get  involved  with  field  investigations. 

C.  )    Smuggling  Unit:    During  1978-79,  it  became  apparent  that 
Massachusetts  along  with  Maine  was  becoming  the  Smuggling  areas  of  the 
Northeast  Coast.    The  Smuggling  includes  Heroin,  Cocaine,  Hashish,  Marijuana 
by  boat,  plane  and  truck.    During  this  time  period  it  was  clear  that  Smuggling 
by  sea  became  year  round.     State  Police  working  with  Operation  Atlantis  identi- 
fied twenty-four  (24)  different  Smuggling  Groups  based  in  Massachusetts. 
Massachusetts  residents  are  being  arrested  all  over  the  country  in  "large 
Smuggling  operations.    Organized  Crime  has  become  involved  due  to  low  risk  and 
high  profit. 

The  overall  purpose  of  the  Narcotics  Section  is • to  supply 
the  continued  high  excellence  of  service  to  both  Federal  and  Local  Authorities 
in  Massachusetts  and  throughout  the  country.

A.)    During  October  and  November  1978,  information  was  developed 
that  Drugs  and  Guns~were  being  sold  in  the  Attleboro  and  North  Attleboro  area. 
At  the  same  time,  information  came  in  that  the  precious  metals  firms  in  that 
area  were  losing  millions  of  dollars  in  Gold  and  Silver.    As  a  result,  the 
Narcotics  Unit  wrote  a  proposal  to  the -Federal  Strike  Force  in  Boston  for  Federal 
^unds  for -this  project.  ;  Two -(2)  Narcotics  Undercover  Agents  were  assigned  from 
January  1979  thru  May  .1979 .which -resulted  in  the  indictments  of  ninety-two  (92) 
subjects  on  numerous  counts  of  Guns,  Thefts,  Drugs,  Stolen  Cars.     Three  (3)  vehicles 
were  .seized  _as_. a  result  of  drug  buys  and  approximately  $60,000.00  in  precious  metals 
At  lone -time,  the  stolen  merchandise  was -arriving -at  ''Sting"  headquarters  before 
tiie.  thefts  were  reported  to  the  local  police  .department-  .The. Detective  at  the 
local -police  department  would  be  notified  and  wait  f 6r_the  rpeople  to  report  property 
massing  and  the  case  was  solved.--  The  intelligence  gathered  and  given  to  the 
precious  metals '  firms  in  the  Attleboro-  North  Attleboro  area  could  be  calculated 
to  save  these  firms  millions  in  thefts.:-  The.  Undercover -Agents  "learned  numerous 
ways-  the  Security  Guards,  employees  and  other  people  were  getting  the  metals  out 
qf \  the  . factories.  .  With  an  .ounce  of  Gold  worth  approximately  $290.00  per  ounce, 
the  thefts  mount  up  extremely  fast.

NARCOTICS: 

B.)    Undercover  Troopers  made  numerous  buys  for  DEA  in 
Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire  -  which  lead  to  State  and  Federal  Indict- 
ments for  the  Manufacture  and  Distribution  of  PCP  along  the  East  Coast 
from  Virginia  to  New  Hampshire.    The  subjects  involved  in  this  case  were 
extremely  dangerous  and  were  also  involved  in  selling  guns.  Approximately 
thirty  (30)  people  were  picked  up  and  arrested  in  this  operation  which  were 
dealing  drugs  that  amounted  to  millions  of  dollars. 


D.I.U.  UNIT: 

A.  )    During  July  1978,  information  received  that  a  pharmacy, 
possibly  connected  to  Organized  Crime,  was  distributing  narcotics  illegally. 
Members  of  the  DIU  obtained  a  Search  Warrant  and  upon  entering  premises,  - 
discovered  behind  the  counter  a  357  Magnum  with  numbers  removed,  mask  and 
stolen  M/V  reg.  plates.    A  long  six  month  investigation  resulted  in  the  two 
(2)  pharmacists  being  indicted  and  seven  (7)  dentists  surrendering  their  DEA 
License  to  write  prescriptions  in  lieu  of  prosecution.    According  to  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration,  this  case  is  the  largest  known  surrender  of  Dentists 
Surrendering  Licenses  from  one  investigation.    The  two  primary  officers  involved 
will  get  Special  Recognition  from  DEA  when  this  case  is  completed.     The  seven 
(7)  Dentists  have  surrendered  and  Pharmacists  are  awaiting  trial. 

B.  )    Officers  at  the  DIU  were  checking  order  forms  (222C)  for 
Doctors  and  discovered  one  doctor  had  ordered  18,000  Dilaudid  within  a  six  (6) 
month  period.     Subsequent  investigation  revealed  the  Doctor  could  not  account 
for  the  Dilaudid  and  informant  stated  that  the  Doctor  was  selling  the  Dilaudid 
by  the  bottle.    A  bottle  of  one  hundred  (100)  Dilaudid  cost  approximately  $18.00 
in  a  drugstore.    The  same  Dilaudid  sell  on  the  street  illegally  for  $25.00  to 
$36.00  per  dosage  unit.    A  bottle  of  100  Dilaudids  returns  $2500.00  to  $3,000.00 
per  bottle. 


Smuggling  Unit: 

A.  )    July  1978,  Sandwich,  Mass.    A  combined  operation  was  under 
way  in  Hyannis  when  ten  (10)  ton  of  Marijuana  was  unloaded  on  Cape  Cod  Canal. 
Federal,  State  and  Local  Police  had  some  of  these  subjects  under  observation, 
and  as  a  result  -  officers  were  able  to  indict  people  involved  that  were  not  at 
this  off-load  site.    The  intelligence  gathered  in  advance  was  extremely  valuable 
and  continues  to  be  valuable  as  the  backers  of  this  operation  are  still  in  the 
Smuggling  Business.    The  "MISS  ALBRO",  150  ft.  converted  freighter,  worth  1.5 
million  dollars  brought  in  thirty  (30)  ton  of  Marijuana  prior  to  its  seizure 
and  is  associated  with  the  Sandwich,  Mass.  Seizure.     Seized  in  this  operation 
were  two  (2)  boats  and  ten  (10)  tons  of  Marijuana.    Value  of  approximately 
$10,200,000.00.    -    Eight  (8)  arrests. 

B.  )    Seizure  in  Plymouth,  Mass.  -  September  1978.  Subjects 
arrested  on  the  boat  were  involved  with  another  vessel  on  Cape  Cod  1975. 
Intelligence  gathered  by  Federal,  State  and  Local  Police  indicated  this  was

HIGHLIGHTS  OR  EXPANSION: 

The  enclosed  material  demonstrates  the  immediate  need  for 
more  personnel.  '  During  the  past" five  (5)  years,  the  Narcotics  Section  went 
from  over  twenty  (20)  Troopers  -  and  the  D.I.U.  from  seventeen  (17)  down  to 
a  combined  total  of  twenty  (20)  people  and  expanded  duties.    We  now  have 
Organized  Crime  deeply  involved  in  Drug  Traffic  along  with  the  White  Collar 
people  -  such  as  Doctors,  Lawyers,  Business  Executives  etc.  involved.  The 
-  .requested  number  of  personnel  for  1980-81  are  the  minimum  personnel  needed  to 
do  the  job.    Another  important  factor  is  Florida,  Maine  and  several  other 
states  have  increased  penalties  for  drugs,  -  which  now  makes  Massachusetts 
more  desirable,  as  the  State,  to  receive  Smuggled  Drugs.

Following  are  five  cases  investigated  by  this  unit  in  the  past 
year: 

1.     In  May  of  1979,  Ali  Majidi,  an  Iranian  student,  was  brutally 
stabbed  and  murdered  by  four  youths  in  Brookline.  Cooperative 
investigation  conducted  by  this  office  and  the  Brookline  Police 
Department  resulted  in  the  arrest  and  subsequent  indictment  of 
four  subjects. 


2.     In  May  of  19  79,  Norfolk  County  State  Police  Investigators, 
along  with  officers  from  several  area  towns,  conducted  raids  on 
the  South  Shore  which  resulted  in  the  confiscation  of  nearly 
$500,000  in  L.S.D.   and  narcotics  and  seized  $75,000  in  United 
States  currency. 


3.     On  October  29,   19  78,  Walpole  State  Prison  inmate  Edward  Richards 
was  found  dead  in  his  cell,  the  victim  of  knife  wounds  and  strangling 
Norfolk  County  State  Police  Investigators  conducted  a  comprehensive 
search  of  the  crime  scene  and  the  discovery  of  valuable  evidence. 
This  investigation  resulted  in  the  indictment  of  three  inmates 
presently  awaiting  trial. 


4.     In  September  1978,  the  murder  of  12  year  old  Diane  Devanna  was 
investigated  by  this  office.     Diane  Devanna' s  father  and  step- 
mother were  arrested  for  the  murder  and  subsequently  plead  guilty 
and  have  been  incarcerated. 


5.     On  February  2,   1979,  Norfolk  County  State  Police  investigators, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Cohasset  Police  Department,  executed  a 
search  warrant  at  6  Margin  Street  in  the  Town  of  Cohasset.     As  a 
result  of  this  raid  in  the  early  morning  hours,  over  $250,000 
worth  of  stolen  art,  rugs  and  other  home  furmishings  were  recovered 
as  well  as  drugs  and  drug  paraphernalia.     Two  subjects  residing  at 
the  house  were  arrested  and  numerous  house  breaks  throughout 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  were  solved.

The  CPAC  Unit  in  Plymouth  County  consists  of  five  (5) 
detective  lieutenants,  one   (1)    sergeant  and  six   (6)  troopers. 
This  unit  reports  to  the  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services 
and  maintains  offices  at  Troop  D  Headquarters  in  Middleboro 
and  at  the  Superior  Courthouse  in  Brockton. 

ThTs  unit  was  established  as  a  pilot  program  in  June 
of  1972.     The  purpose  of  this,  unit  is  to  provide  the  District 
Attorney  of  Plymouth  County  with  greater  investigative  capa- 
bility in  the  course  of  fulfilling  his  obligations  as  the 
chief  prosecuting  officer  of  the  county  and  to  insure  the 
expertise  and  manpower  necessary  to  properly  investigate 
homicides  and  other  serious  offenses.     Another  function  is 
to  provide  the  District  Attorney  with  the  means  to  originate 
investigations  in  the  area  of  narcotic  violations  and 
organized  crime..  -  -  

"A- particular  goal,  is  the.  investigation  and  prosecution 
of  long-  standing-,  continuing,  criminal-  activity  which  local 
author i-ties-  are  aware  of  but  have  been  frustrated  in  their 
efforts-,  to.  investigate  successfully  due  to  more  pressing 
demands-. upon;  their  existing  manpower.:   The  efforts  of  the 
local  authorities  have  been  stymied  due  to  the  fact  that 
some  of;- thrs  criminal  activity  has;  become  firmly  entrenched, 
and  the  persons  involved  are^  familiar  with  local  personnel 
and  investigative"  procedures . 

Another  "function  of  this  unit  is  to  provide  a  staff  of 
experienced  investigators  which  can-  be  shifted  to  another 
jurisdiction  under  an  emergency  situation  or  to  assist  in 
an  extraordinary  effort. 
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The  flow  of  activity  is  generated  from  four  sources: 


1.  Complaints  or  information  to  the  office  of 
the  District  Attorney. 

2.  Complaints  or  information  reported  to  the 
Uniformed  Branch  of  the  State  Police  or  the 
twenty-seven   (27)   local -police -departments 
located  in  Plymouth  County. 

3.  Original  cases  which  are  developed  as  the 
result  of  a  particular  officer's  knowledge 
or  -his  sources  of  information. 

4.  Complaints  or  information  relayed  from  the 
Bureau  of  Investigative  Services  or  various 
other  agencies   (Attorney  General's  office, 
Out  of  State  Police  organizations,  Federal 
authorities,  etc.)

Following  is  a  summary  of  some  of  the  cases  this  unit 
has  investigated  during  the  fiscal  year  1979. 

1.  On  October  8,  197 8 ,   the  unidentified  body  of 
a  male  youth  was  found  stabbed  and  mutilated 
(the  penis  had  been  removed)    in  a  wooded  area 
near  Maple  Park  in  Wareham.     As  the  result  of 

an  intensive  investigation  conducted  concurrently 
with  the  Wareham  Police  Department  and  State 
Police  personnel  assigned  to  Troop  D,  the  victim 
was  identified  as  Richard  P.  CARR,  age  22,  of 
Brockton.     Subsequently,  Ronald  G.  HENDRICKEN, 
age  23 ,  of  Fall  River  was  apprehended,  charged 
.with  the  offense,   convicted,  and  is  now 
incarcerated. 

2.  On  November  16,   1978  at  10:20  p.m.,  Paul  R. 
Sellstone,  Manager  of  a  supermarket  in  Randolph, 
arrived  at  his  home  at  12  Bridge  Street, 
Bridgewater  and  was  confronted  by  a  masked 
individual  wearing  coveralls.     The  individual 
forced  Mr.   Sellstone,   at  the  point  of  a  .357 

-  ■■;  Magnum  revolver,  to  enter  his  home  and  held 

Sellstone  and  his  wife  in  the  house,  under  threat 
of  harm.     There  were  two  young  children  asleep 
in  the  house  during  this  period. 

The  individual  left  the  home  at  midnight  in 
the  Sellstone' s  car  with  Mrs.  Sellstone  as  a 
hostage  at  gunpoint.     The  individual  and  his 
hostage  traveled  through  Bridgewater,  West 
Bridgewater  and  Brockton,  pursued  by  police  of 
the  local  departments;   and  finally,  the  vehicle 
became  disabled  in  West  Bridgewater  Square. 

Negotiations  were  conducted  for  a  four-hour 
1  period  by  local  police  officers  trained  in 

hostage  techniques,  and  the  suspect  was  finally 
shot  in  the  chest  by  a  member  of  the  State  Police 
STOP  team. 

The  suspect  recovered  and  a  follow  up  investi 
gation  was  conducted  by  members  of  the  CPAC  Unit, 
the  Uniformed  Branch  of  the  State  Police  and 
officers  from  the  various  local  departments. 

Donald  P.  Johnson  was  prosecuted,  convicted, 
and  sentenced  on  March  13,   1979  to  MCI  Walpole 
for  not  less  than  18  nor  more  than  30  years  for 
two  counts  of  armed  invasion  of  a  dwelling  house 
and  not  less  than  9  years  nor  more  than  10  years 
for  two  counts  of  kidnapping. 
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On  November  6,   1978,  Bernard  D.  MacMAHON  was 
dead  on  arrival  at  the  South  Shore  Hospital 
as  the  result  of  gunshot  wounds.     It  was 
determined  through  an  investigation  conducted 
by  officers  from  the  CPAC  Unit,   jointly  with 
the  Hanover  Police  Department,  that  he  had 
been  shot  at  his  home  by  his  wife,  Charlotte 
MacMahon . 

The  investigation  eliminated  the  defenses 
of  accidental  shooting  and  self-defense  and 
Charlotte  MacMahon  was  subsequently  convicted 
of  the  homicide.     The  State  Police  Ballistics 
Bureau  and  troopers  assigned  to  the  State  Police 
Photo-Lab  were  particularly  invaluable  in  this 
investigation . 

During  the  months  of  May,  June  and  July  of  1978, 
a  joint  investigation  into  narcotics  activitiy 
in  Brockton  was  conducted  by  the  CPAC  Unit  and 
the  Brockton  Police  Department.     The  services  of 
an  undercover  officer  assigned  to  the  State  Police 
Narcotics  Unit  were  utilized  during  this  investi- 
gation. 

As  a  result  of  this  investigation,  evidence 
was  presented  to  the  Plymouth  County  Grand  Jury 
and  raids  were  conducted  on  August  1,   1979  result- 
ing in  the  arrest  of  eighteen   (18)    subjects  for 
the  sale  and  distribution  of  narcotics. 

Beginning  in  September  of  1978,  an  investigation 
of  organized  gambling  activities  was  conducted  in 
the  City  of  Brockton.     A  trooper  assigned  to  the 
CPAC  Unit,  acting  in  an  undercover  capacity, 
penetrated  the  group  controlling  the  gaming  activity 
to  the  extent  that  he  was  employed  as  a  bookmaker 
by  the  subject  in  charge  of  the  group. 

The  investigation  was  continued  and  probable 
cause  was  established  to  warrant  the  issuance  of 
a  court  order  to  conduct  electronic  surveillance. 

As  the  result  of  evidence  obtained  from  the 
wiretap,  search  warrants  were  issued  for  thirteen 
(13)    locations  in  five   (5)    counties,   as  far  north 
as  Somerville  and  Revere  and  as  far  south  as  New 
Bedford.     The  locations  which  were  the  subjects  of 
the  search  warrants  were  high-level  bookmaking 
offices  and  it  is  estimated  that  revenue  flowing 
through  these  offices  was  in  the  area  of  a  million 
dollars  yearly.      (A  subsequent  investigation 
revealed  that  one  bettor,   an  officer  of  a  savings 
bank  in  Whitman,   embezzled  over  $100,000  and  paid 
it  into  this  operation) . 
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The  evidence  obtained  as  the  result  of 
the  undercover  investigation,   the  wiretap,  and 
the  service  of  the  search  warrants  was  present- 
ed to  the  Plymouth  County  Grand  Jury  and 
subsequently  twenty-five   (25)   subjects  were 
taken  into  custody  and  arraigned.     The  cases  are 
now  pending  before  the  Superior  Court  at  Plymouth 
County . 

6.     In  the  spring  of  19  79,  an  investigation  was 

conducted  by  officers  of  this  unit  in  conjunction 
with  Norfolk  County  District  Attorney's  office 
and  the  United  States  Postal  Inspectors  into  an 
organized  group  involved  in  the  larceny  of  motor 
vehicles  and  fradulent  insurance  claims.  Evidence 
was  obtained  which  was  the  foundation  for  search 
warrants  in  twelve   (12)    locations,  including  auto 
junkyards  and  used  auto  part  establishments. 

Evidence  was  presented  to  the  Grand  Jury 
resulting  in  the  indictment  of  fifteen  (15) 
defendants.     The  investigation  is  continuing  and 
more  indictments  and  arrests  will  follow. 
— ..  .         The  estimated  value  of  the  motor  vehicles 

involved  in  this  unlawful  activity,  based  upon  the 
recovery  of  parts  of  these  vehicles,  is  $400,000.

1#  Currently  there  are  ten  (10)  officers  assigned  to 

the  Special  Service  Section. 

2.  The  Special  Service  Section  is  charged  with  enforcing 
all  the  laws  regarding  illegal  gaming,  prostitution  and  other 
vice  related  matters.     The  section  also  assists  local  police 
agencies  in  gaming  investigations  and  is  often  called  upon  to 
testify  as  expert  witnesses  in  the  various  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth.

4#  During  the  past  year  many  sucessful  gambling  cases 

have  been  brourht  forward  against  several  of  the  "King  Fins' 
of  Illegal  Gaming,  some  with  Organized  Crime  affilations.  This 
has  been  accomplished  in  several  different  ways. 

The  first  being  the  use  of  Court  Ordered  Electronic 
Surveillance.     In  every  single  instance  the  cost  of  using_ a 
"Wiretap"  has  been  more  than  justified  when  you  compare  tne 
cost  of  the  investigation  with  the  fine  levied  ana  monies 
confiscated.     For  example,  "Operation  Katch"  an  Electronic 
Surveillance  that  took  olace  in  Hampden,  Hampshire  and^ 
Worcester  Counties,  cost  a  total  of  approximately  S25,OCO.OO. 
ft  total  of  2)101,000.00  in  fines  and  monies  were  forfeited  to  . 
the  Commonwealth,    This  investigation  resulted  in  the  arrest  anc 
convictions  of  the  higher  echelon  in  their  respective  counties.

"Operation  Grand  Slam"  was  a  joint  State  and  F.B.I,  venture 
in  which  a  total  of  $150,000.00  in  fines  were  levied  and  the  following 
individuals  Larry  Baione,  Sonny  Baione,  Abe  Sardin,  Mel  Burger  and 
Gennaro  Angiulo  were  convicted  on  gaming  related  charges. 

"Operation  Laundry  Check"  identified  a  250  million  dollar 
gaming  operation  entrenched  on  the  Eastern  seaboard  which  resulted  in 
the  identification  of  individuals  such  as  Edward  Lewis,  James  Katz 
and  Richard  Wilgoren. 

"Operation  Aardvark"  which  was  just  sucessfully  completed 
identified  such  notables  as  John  Marquardo,  Joseph  Yearardi ,  Joseph 
Collucci,  James  Ciccarello,  John  Ruscio  and  Edgar  Frugerson  as  the 
heads  of  large  scale  bookmaking  offices  operating  whith  in  the  greater 
Boston  area.    These  cases  are  still  pending  in  Middlesex  and  Suffolk 
Superior  Courts. 

"Operation  Lighting"  was  a  wiretap  that  took  place  on  the 
South  Shore  which  resulted  in  $170,000.00  in  fines  and  jailing  of 
John  Mortorana,  James  Timility,  and  Richard  O'Brien. 

Aside  from  the  wiretaps  there  have  been  numerous  gaming 
arrests  this  past  year  throughout  the  Commonwealth  that  were  a  result 
of  excellent  investigative  procedures  and  the  individual  effort  of 
each  member. 

For  instance,  formulated  in  the  four  Western  Massachusetts 
Counties  several  gaming  investigation  have  been  completed  by  officers 
of  the  Special  Service  Section  in  conjunction  with  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation  in  which  the  following  principals  in  Illegal  Gaming 
Organized  Crime  activities  were  arrested  on  a  variety  of  gaming 
violations :

As  a  result  nine  gaming 
raids  were  conducted  which  resulted  in  the  arrests  of  numerous 
bookmakers  that  have  been  virtualy  untouched  for  over  twenty  years.

The  State  Office  of  Investigations  was  formed  in 
1976,  its  purpose  being  to  have  within  state  government 
a  unit  which  could  be  available  to  the  various  state 
agencies  to  investigate  allegations  of  corruption  in 
state  government. 

The  establishment  of  this  office  filled  a  gap  in 
administrative  oversight  of  the  activities  of  state 
employees.     It  created  a  small  agency  capable  of 
examining  and  reporting  on  allegations  of  misconduct 
ranging  from  criminal  activities  to  minor ■ administra- 
tive malfunctions  in  the  workings  of  government. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  office  and  as  a 
result  of  their  investigations,  there  have  been  a  num- 
ber of  criminal  indictments  and  administrative  penalties 
including  fines,  resignations,   and  suspensions  without 
pay. 

Its  investigations  have  not  only  proved  substantive 
allegations  but  have  also  cleared  the  names  of  people 
unjustly  accused. 

These  investigations  have  also  provided  the 
Executive  Branch  with  the  opportunities  to  make  manager- 
ial guidelines  for  state  agencies  and  state  employees 
more  precise  and  less  open  to  misinterpretation.

was  confiscated  and  turned  over  to  either  the  State  Treasury  or  the 
State  Tax  Bureau. 


An  equal  amount  of  fines  were  levied  on  defendants  by 
the  various  courts  as  a  result  of  CPAC  cases. 

Federal  Agencies  were  assisted  an  average  of  4  to  5  times 
per  month.     Local  Police  received  assistance  from  this  office  almost 
daily.     Intelligence  data  was  collected  and  disseminated  to  other 
agencies  on  a  weekly  basis. 

Five  to  seven  cases  per  month  required  extensive  investi- 
gation in  excess  of  a  thirty  day  period. 

Officers  assigned  to  the  office  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal 
out  of  CPAC  Worcester  inspected  approximately  five  warehouses  during 
the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Officers  assigned  to  CPAC  Worcester  are  th<§  representatives 
of  the  District  Attorney  for  Worcester  County  and  as  such  are  con- 
stantly involved  with  other  agencies  in  the  preparation  of  cases  for 
Grand  Jury  and  other  judicial  proceedings.     In  four  instances  during 
the  previous  fiscal  year  deaths  were  prepared  for  inquests. 
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The  value  of  contraband  seized  as  the  result  of  investigations  by 
this  office  during  the  previous  fiscal  year  is  as  follows:

The  Polygraph  Unit  administers  tests  for  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  all  Federal,  State  and  local  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  upon  request.  Courts  and  prosecuting  attorneys 
have  requested  testing,  which  has  been  provided. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  222  persons  were  scheduled 
to  be  examined  by  polygraphic  technique,  79  Scheduled  exam- 
inations were  cancelled,  or  failed  to  appear  for  their  app- 
ointment, or  declined  to  be  examined  after  appearing  at  the 
Polygraph  Unit.  Six  examinations  were  terminated  due  to  the 
examinee  being  unsuitable  for  testing  at  that  time.  Of  the 
137  persons  examined,  29  were  for  grand  larceny,  11  were  for 
murder  or  suspicious  deaths  and  $  were  for  arson.  Of  the  79 
cancellations  and/or  no-shows,  11  were  for  murder  and  26  were 
for  arson.  The  remaining  examinations  conducted  were  in  the 
criminal  investigations  of  armed  robbery,  assaults,  kidnapp- 
ing, rape,  bomb  threats  and  extortion. 

Six  hundred  and  eighty  five  hours  were  expended  in  the 
administration  of  the  completed  examinations.  Nineteen  court 
appearances  directly  resulted  from  these  examinations. 

The  Polygraph  Unit  is  represented  in  the  American  Poly- 
graph Association,  the  American  Association  of  Police  Poly- 
graphists  and  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Polygraph 
Examiners. 

The  unit  participated  in  a  five  day,  advanced  polygraph 
techniques  seminar,  conducted  by  the  American  Association  of 
Police  Polygraph! st s,  at  Omaha,  Nebraska  during  April  of  1979.

STATEMENT  OF 
PURPOSE: 


The  general  purpose  and  responsibility  of  this  law 
enforcement  agency  is  to  provide  for  the  inspection 
of  public  facilities,  buildings,  structures,  tramways, 
elevators,  nuclear  reactor  vessels,  power  pressure 
vessels,  hoisting  equipment,  air  tanks,  refrigeration 
and  air  conditioning  equipment,  ammonia  systems,  large 
storage  tanks  for  fluids  other  than  water,  amusement 
devices,  oil  burner  equipment,  etc.,  and  examinations 
of  applicants  for  licenses  incidental  to  the  operation 
of  certain  of  the  afore-mentioned  facilities. 


Office  and  field  enforcement  personnel,  assisted  by 
administrative  personnel  carry  out  the  mandates  of  the 
statutes.     Priorities  are  given  to  items  having  the 
greatest  danger  factor. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  operation  is  reflected  in  the 
decreasing  number  of  accidents  through  using  these 
facilities  as  compared  with  the  rapidly-increasing 
number  of  units  being  built  and  maintained  in  the 
Commonwealth . 

The  objective  of  the  program  is  to  insure  continuing 
safety  to  life  and  property  through  supervision  and 
inspection  of  the  units  outlined  above.

STATEMENT  OF 

PURPOSE :  The  primary  purpose  of  this  law  enforcement 

section  is  to  carry  out  the  mandates  of  the 
statutes  and  to  employ  the  complement  authorized 
by  the  Legislature  to  better  ensure  the  safety 
of  the  countless  millions  of  persons  using  the 
building  and  structures  of  this  Commonwealth 
through  supervision  as  well  as  inspection  of 
all  types  and  classification  of  buildings  and 
structures. 
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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE   (continued) : 


Supervisors  of  Plans: 

The  supervisors  of  plans  are  in  charge  and  command  of  and  responsible 
for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  state  building  inspectors 
and  employees  detailed  to  the  building  inspection  section. 

They  examine  and  review  plans  in  conjunction  with  inspectors,  which 
are  submitted  for  their  approval  by  architects  and  engineers.     They  look 
for  the  plans 1  compliance  with  all  safety  rules  and  regulations  and  the 
state  building  code  in  both  new  buildings  and  those  to  be  altered,  which 
are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department. 

They  insure  the  safety  of  the  public  insofar  as  it  is  affected  by 
building  construction,  through  structural  strength,  adequate  egress  facil- 
ities, sanitary  conditions,  equipment,  light  and  ventilation,  and  fire 
safety  as  it  applies  to  design,  erection,  repair,  removal,  demolition,  or 
use  and  occupancy  of  buildings,  structures,  or  premises. 

The  supervisors  serve  on  a  continuing  basis  on  regulatory  and  appeals 
boards,  and  on  special  assignments  when  so  designated.     They  provide  advice 
and  technical  assistance  to  both  state  and  local  inspectors ,  and  others 
invovled  in  the  building  profession. 

State  Building  Inspectors: 

The  inspector  enforces  the  state  building  code  as  to  any  building  or 
structure  within  any  city  or  town  which  is  owned  by  the  commonwealth,  or  any 
departments,  commissions,  agencies,  or  authorities  of  the  commonwealth.  He 
also  enforces  the  code  as  to  all  hospitals,  clinics,  nursing,  convalescent, 
and  rest  homes.     He  inspects  for  structural  safety,  exit  safety,  and  fire 
prevention  standards.     He  issues  certificates  of  inspection  or  orders  cor- 
rection of  violations  in  writing,  and  initiates  prosection  for  failure  to 
comply. 

He  reviews  all  plans  for  construction  or  modification  to  any  building 
under  his  jurisdiction,  and  issues  the  necessary  approval  if  satisfactory, 
or  recommends  changes  where  required. 

The  inspector  may  review  any  order  or  decision  or  a  local  inspector. 
He  supervised  the  enforcement  of  the  building  code,  makes  periodic  reviews 
of  all  local  building  inspection  practices,  and  makes  recommendations  for 
the  improvement  of  such  practices.     He  also  provides  technical  assistance 
and  advice  to  local  building  officials. 

He  may;  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner,  temporarily  fulfill  the 
duties  of  a  local  inspector  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30  days.     If  called 
upon  by  the  selectmen  of  a  town  or  the  aldermen  of  a  city,  the  inspector 
may  inspect  any  building  or  structure  or  anything  connected  therewith,  which 
has  been  represented  to  be  dangerous  to  life  or  limb.     If  he  finds  the  structure 
to  be  dangerous,  he  may  cause  it  to  be  removed  or  rendered  safe. 

An  inspector  recommends  approval  or  disapproval  of  manufacturing  facil- 
ities and  plans  for  the  units  produced  by  modular  home  manufacturers,  before 
these  units  may  be  installed  in  the  commonwealth.     He  investigates  all 
complaints  regarding  modular  and  mobile  homes. 
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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE   (continued) : 


State  Building  Inspectors   (continued) : 

He  also  examines  applicants  for  licenses  to  operate  motion  picture 
machines  and  enforces  the  laws  and  regulations  relating  to  the  operation 
of  such  machines.     He  also  inspects  the  construction,  use,  and  certifica- 
tion of  all  motion  picture  booths. 

The  inspector  also  serves,  when  so  assigned,  on  specialized  regulatory 
boards,  and  assists  in  the  formulation  of  any  changes  in  the  basic  code. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety, 
the  inspector  shall  serve  in  emergency  temporary  duty  in  the  State  Police 
to  preserve  peace,  suppress  riots,  or  other  special  related  works. 

ACTIVITIES : 

The  activities  of  this  section,  which  have  been  greatly  restrained  by 
the  budgetory  constraints  imposed  by  the  legislature ,  will  be  found  in  the 
attached  statistical  reports.    As  previously  noted,  we  are  currently  four 
inspectors  short  of  our  authorized  complement,  and  with  two  men  scheduled 
for  retirement  in  the  current  year  will  be  further  limited  in  the  perform- 
ance of  our  statutory  responsibilities,  unless  all  these  positions  are  filled. 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  ACTIVITIES: 

In  preparation  of  the  publication  of  the  third  edition  of  the  state 
building  code,  effective  June  1,  1979,  our  inspectors  and  supervisors  were 
required  to  spend  endless  hours  supplying  their  expert  testimony  based  upon 
knowledge  and  experience,  to  assist  in  the  formulation  of  a  workable  and 
understandable  code,  which  hopefully  will  not  be  immediately  subject  to 
countless  revisions. 

The  new  edition  of  the  code  also  precipitated  a  multitude  of  questions 
from  engineers,  architects,  and  local  officials  who  require  clarification  of 
current  standards,  and  advice  on  compliance  with  these  standards. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  three  well-qualified  inspectors  added  to 
our  staff.     The  inspectors  still  required  and  will  continue  to  require  a 
good  deal  of  supervisory  and  educational  support. 

An  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General ,  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  Super- 
ior Court  and  being  contested  in  the  Supreme  Court,  has  made  the  inspection 
of  all  M.B.T.A.  facilities,  and  consequently  all  other  authorities  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  responsibility  of  this  section.

DESCRIPTION  OF  ACTIVITIES:    The  Elevator  Section  has  taken  over  the 
towns  of  Dedham,  Reading  and  Rockland  this  past  fiscal  year.  We 
also  have  a  total  of  288  new  elevators  under  construction.    On  a 
temporary  emergency  basis  we  are  still  being  called  in  to  test 
elevators  in  Springfield.    The  totals  are  increasing  and  the 
inspection  personnel  is  decreasing  which  creates  an  impossible 
situation.    With  the  economy  and  depression  there  have  been 
some  problems  in  the  construction  industry,  but  everything  being 
built  is  hi-rise  or  condiminiums,  so  we  will  see  an  economic  gain. 

In  the  last  four  fiscal  years  we  have  lost  four  inspectors  with 
only  two  replacements.    Lade  of  men  in  the  district,  not  covered, 
causes  an  unsafe  condition  to  exist.    We  should  have  replacement 
Immediately,  for  inspectors  lost  through  death  and  retirement. 

We  show  an  increase  in  elevators  placarded  this  year  i.e.,  elevators 
shut  down  because  of  unsafe  or  dangerous  condition,  although  we 
still  suffer  from  lack  of  manpower  in  all  of  these  districts  where 
we  show  an  increase  in  elevators  placarded. 

Also,  where  a  Licensed  Operator  is  working,  we  seem  never  to  have  a 
bad  accident,  and  still  continue  to  have  Fatal  accidents  where  there 
are  no  Licensed  Operators. 

Elevator  Accidents  show  a  decrease  —  Our  Fatal  figure  is  more  than 
last  year,  increasing  by  seven  (7)  over  last  year.     I  would  like  to 
stress  that  this  is  the  accident  total  for  the  entire  state  not  just 
State  inspected  elevators.    Most  of  the  accidents  were  on  escalators 
and  were  of  minor  nature.     I  also  believe  that  some  Cities  and  Towns 
do  not  report  and  our  figures  are  conservative. 

We  have  again  suggested  to  the  Department  to  increase  the  various  fees 
and  again  will  request  the  Department  file  legislation  to  repeal 
.Chapter  288  of  the  General  Laws.

Looking  to  the  future,  this  Section  will  need  additional  inspection 
personnel  very  soon  as  we  will  have  to  assume  responsibilities  for 
the  inspections  in  several  cities  and  towns  that  are  starting  to 
neglect  elevator  inspections,  as  their  inspection  department 
becomes  more  involved  in  other  areas.    We  will  need  to  set-up 
frequent  seminars  for  our  own  personnel  and  others  to  keep  them 
informed  of  changes  on  codes,  regulations  and  other  "exotic" 
type  of  elevator  equipment  coming  into  existence.    The  public  is 
becoming  more  dependent  on  elevators;  the  Fire  Departments' 
want  to  use  them  to  evacuate  in  case  of  fire  and  other  disasters 
which  will  mean  a  great  deal  of  study  and  many  new  regulations. 
They  are  putting  elevators  in  cities  and  towns  now  that  never 
had  them  before.    Our  men  are  still  $150.00  behind  pay  to  Elevator 
Mechanics  in  Industry  which  they  supervise.     Something  will  have 
to  be  done  if  we  hope  to  maintain  a  qualified  staff. 

We  will  have  to  maintain  a  stronger  liaison  with  the  Fire  Department 
Instructional  Teams  with  all  of  the  high  rise  elevators  being 
constructed. 

The  Tramway  Examiner  organized  three  lift  operator  training  seminars 
this  past  fiscal  year  as  well  as  one  technical  seminar.

Outstanding  amateur  boxing  events  during  the  re- 
porting period  include  the  annual  New  England  Senior  Amateur  Box- 
ing Championships  at  the  Boston  Garden  on  April  9th,  1979  and  the 
Eastern  States  Regional  Boxing  Championships  at  Holyoke,  Mass.  on 
April  20,  1979  which  featured  the  top  amateur  boxers  from  the 
Eastern  part  of  the  United  States.

DESCRIPTION  OF  ACTIVITIES:    The  full  Board  held  eleven  meetings  this  past 
fiscal  year  in  holyoke,  Groton,  Great  Barrington,  Charlton,  Boston  and 
Westford  as  well  as  six  sub-committee  meetings.     One  of  these  meetings  was 
and  advertised  public  hearing  concerned  with  the  formulating  of  the  new  Code. 
Nineteen  hearings  were  held  on  twenty-two  various  type  lifts  concerning 
twenty-six  code  problems.     Seventy  tramway  accidents  were  reported  to  the 
Board  this  fiscal  year  none  of  which  were  fatal.    This  is  a  decrease  of  22 
from  last  year,  this  could  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the  * 
shortest  and  worst  ski  season  in  history.    A  complete  breakdown  of  the  ac- 
cidents is  available  at  the  Board  office.     This  past  year  we  have  had  more 
than  1,500,000  skiers  using  Massachusetts  facilities.     We  had  one  ski  area 
close  this  past  season  specifically  blaming  the  cost  of  insurance.     On  the 
other  hand  we  had  one  of  the  areas  re-open.     Again  this  year  three  areas 
stayed  open  for  the  summer  using  one  chairlift  at  each  area  in  conjunction 
with  the  so-called  alpine  slide.    Another  area  opened  in  June  using  a  T-Bar 
for  Grass  Skiing.    Three  lift  operator  seminars  were  held  in  Pittsfield, 
Holyoke  and  Westford  by  the  Board  in  conjunction  with  the  Dept.  of  Public 
safety,  Mass.  Ski  Area  Operators  association  and  the  Insurance  Industry. 
These  again  were  very  successful  and  attended  by  over  359  lift  operators.

The  same  group  sponsored  an  extremely  successful  maintenance  seminar  in 
Great  Harrington,  the  first  of  this  type  in  the  Country.     Both  Main- 
tenance Men  and  their  supervisors  attended  and  the  Top  Engineers  in  the 
industry  conducted  classes.     The  Board  is  still  hoping  to  overcome  Budget 
restrictions  and  join  the  National  Safety  Association  as  a  group.     This  is 
an  absolute  necessity  to  keep  the  Board  aware  of  industry-wide  changes. 
Board  members  attend  various  national  and  local  gatherings  relative  to  Ski 
Safety  during  the  year,  most  of  the  time  at  their  own  expense.    Many  ski 
area  owners  and  or  managers  have  met  with  the  board  during  the  past  year 
for  advice  and/or  instructions  relative  to  the  proper  safety  procedures 
as  it  pertained  to  their  areas.    Legislation  was  passed  this  year  charging 
the  Board  with  drawing  up  regulations  concerning  both  downhill  and  cross — 
country  skiing.    All  of  the  new  construction  started  last  fiscal  year  was 
finished.    This  spring  only  two  new  T-Bars  were  scheduled  to  be  started  this 
summer.    The  Board  has  again  requested  that  the  Department  hire  a  Mechanical 
Engineering  Inspector  to  assist  the  Board.     Overall,  this  was  the  worst 
Ski  Season  in  recent  history,  no  snow  at  all  in  Central  or  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts-snow in  the  Berkshires  but  extreme  cold  kept  crowds  down  on  sev- 
eral weekends.    Also  for  some  reason  there  were  far  fewer  new  skiers  this 
year.    Several  municipal  ski  areas  in  Eastern  Mass.  without  snow  making 
failed  to  open  at  all  due  to  conditions.

STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE:  , 

1.     The  Board's  purpose  and  the  design  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  is  to 
make  public  buildings  accessible  to,  functional  for  and  safe  for  use 
by  the  physically  handicapped  persons. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  ACTIVITIES: 

1.  Members  participated  in  various  workshops,  conferences  and  training 
sessions  regarding  the  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations  and  the  relation- 
ship of  its  Rules  and  Regulations  to  Section  504,  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Act   (HEW)   of  1973  as  further  amended  in  April, 
1977,  in  terms  of  physical  accessibility. 

2.  Enforcement  of  the  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations  has  been  accomplished 
with  the  aid  from  many  areas:     City  and  State  Building  Inspectors,  by 

. Board  members  and  staff  making  on-site  inspections  and  assistance 
through  the  Attorney  General's  Office,  especially  through  litigation. 
Pending  and  resolved  cases  include  Maxwell  Silverman's  Toolhouse,  Ltd., 
and  the  Shawmut  Plaza  in  Bellingham. 

3.  During  Fiscal  1979,  the  Board  conducted  40  regularly  scheduled  Monday 
meetings  encompassing  174  hearings  and  3  00  cases.     Hearings  involved: 
Restaurants,  schools,  apartment  buildings,  shopping  centers,  churches, 
libraries,  office  buildings,  medical  buildings,  and  hotels. 

4.  The  Board  also  held  19  sub-committee  meetings  to  inform  local  and 
state  building  inspectors,  architects,  engineers,  and  contractors, 
as  well  as  the  general  public,  of  the  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations 
and  to  offer  assistance  and  guidance  where,  needed. 

5.  The  staff  gave  technical  assistance  to  architects,  engineers,  contrac- 
tors, owners  and  the  general  public  concerning  the  application  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  in  general,  as  well  as  in  specific  cases.  On- 
site  technical  assistance  was  also  provided  in  as  many  cases  that  the 
staff  could  accomodate.     The  staff  handled  approximately  1,000  incoming 
and  outgoing  letters,  and  an  average  of  over  100  phone  calls  per  week 
during  construction  seasons. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OR  EXPANSION  OF  ACTIVITIES  DEEMED  SIGNIFICANT : 


1.  The  Board  has  four  new  members  since  fiscal  1978.     Also,  a  new 
secretary  has  been  hired. 

2.  The  Architectural  Barriers  Board  would  like  to  develop  more  "foot 
soldiers"  trained  by  the  Board  to  work  in  the  field  so  that  the 
Board  could  carry  out  its  legislative  mandate  more  effectively. 

3.  The  Board  would  also  like  to  hold  meetings  periodically,  with  local 
and  state  building  inspectors,  as  well  as  other  concerned  and  related 
persons,  to  disseminate  information  on  the  Board's  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions and  policies. 

4.  The  Board  is  making  every  effort  to  inform  the  public  that  barrier- 
free  design  is  advantageous  to  everyone  and  not  to  only  one  segment 
of  the  public. 

5.  The  Board  relies  on  citizens'   complaints  as  a  major  source  of  busi- 
ness.    There  are  many  areas  of  the  State  from  which  the  Board  receives 
few  complaints  due  to  our  lack  of  visibility.     The  Board,  therefore, 
has  started  to  explore  ways  to  increase  our  visibility  through 
brochures,  copies  of  our  Regulations,  public  service  announcements, 
etc.,  and  to  make  the  activities  of  the  Board  more  widely  known.  The 
Board  estimates  that  compliance  with  our  Regulations  is  3  0%  of  what 

it  should  be,  and  we  expect  that  the  laws  will  be  broken  less  frequently 
through  these  efforts. 

6.  The  Board  played  a  significant  role  with% the -Department  of .Mentals 
Health  and  the  court-mandated  improvements  at  the  state  schools 
for  the  mentally  retarded,  in  order  to  assure  greater  physical 
accessibility  at  these  facilities.

By 
statute  he  serves  as  operational  head  of  theDepartment  of  Public 
Safety  during  the  illness,  absence  or  other  disability  of  the 
commissioner.     He  serves  as  secretary  to  the  State  Boxing  Commission, 
and  performs  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the 
commissioner .

In  May  of  1980  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety,  Dennis  M. 
Condon,  announced  his  intent  to  resign  his  office  after  17  months 
of  dedicated  service  to  the  Department.     In  June  Governor  Edward 
J.  King  announced  the  appointment  of  State  Police  Deputy  Superin- 
tendent Frank  J.  Trabucco  to  replace  the  popular  Condon.  Trabucco 
became  the  first  career  State  Police  officer  to  serve  each  and 
every  rank  within  the  Division  and  rise  to  the  Commissioner's 
office.     He  was  sworn  in  by  Governor  King  on  July  1,  1980. 

Lt.  Colonel  James  T.  Canty  was  promoted  to  Colonel  and 
Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  Division  to  replace  Trabucco. 

During  the  year  the  State  Police  continued  in  its  tradition 
of  being  one  of  the  most  active  police  departments  in  New  England. 
On  October  1,   1979  the  State  Police  made  a  full  commitment  of  its 
personnel  to  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  historic  visit  of  Pope 
John  Paul  II  to  Boston.     Later  in  the  same  month,  the  Division  sent 
a  contingent  of  uniform  officers  to  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
campus  in  Boston  for  the  dedication  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Library. 
President  Carter  was  in  attendance. 

On  May  23,   1980  a  contingent  of  State  Police  officers  from 
throughout  the  State  were  dispatched  to  the  Seabrook  New  Hampshire 
Nuclear  Power  Plant  to  assist  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  main- 
tain control  at  three  days  of  anti-nuke  demonstrations  at  the  power 
plant.     Under  a  NESPAC  agreement  all  six  New  England  states  sent  a 
unit  of  troopers. 
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On  May  30,  1980  uniformed  officers  patrolled  the  Boston 
Waterfront  when  the  City  hosted  Tall  Ships  from  around  the  world 
as  part  of  its  350th  birthday  celebration.     The  officers  remained 
on  duty  until  June  4th  when  the  ships  departed. 

New  units  were  established  during  the  year,  including  the 
Racing  Commission  Unit,  which  operates  within  the  Bureau  of 
Investigative  Services  and  the  Massachusetts  Racing  Commission. 
The  Unit,  under  the  command  of  Lt.  Barry  Johnson,  was  assigned  to 
police  all  para  mutual  betting  in  the  State  and  to  generally 
oversee  the  enforcement  of  Chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  1973. 

Another  unit  formed  within  the  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services 
was  the  Auto  Theft  Unit.     This  Unit  was  formed  in  March  of  1980 
following  a  task  force  report  commissioned  by  Governor  Edward  J. 
King  declaring  Massachusetts  the  car  theft  capitol  of  the  nation. 
The  Unit  is  a  sub-unit  of  the  Major  Crime  Section.     Under  the 
command  of  S/Sgt.  Robert  Long  the  Unit  joined  the  Major  Crime 
Section.     In  its  first  weeks  of  operation  the  Unit  recovered  27 
stolen  late  model  foreign  cars  valued  at  more  than  $150,000. 

Three  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services , 
including  Bureau  Commander  John  Regan,  formed  a  new  unit  that  is 
answerable  to  the  six  Public  Safety  Commissioners  of  the  New 
England  region.     Known  as  the  New  England  State  Police  Drug 
Smuggling  and  Organized  Crime  Unit,   it  was  organized  in  April  of 
1980  after  NESPAC  received  a  $5  million  federal  grant  to  concentrate 
on  organized  drug  smuggling  within  the  region. 
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On  September  4,   1979  the  State  Police  Training  Academy 
accepted  trainees  for  the  61st  Recruit  Training  Troop.     The  class 
graduated  57  troopers  on  January  18,  1980.     On  February  29,  1980 
the  Personnel  Section  held  a  recruit  examination  and  qualified 
80  trainees  to  begin  training  in  the  6  2nd  Recruit  Training  Troop 
in  July,  1980. 

The  Training  Section  also  formed  a  new  sub-unit.     The  K-9 
Training  Unit,  under  the  command  of  Corporals  Martin  Fay  and 
Dennis  Bertulli,  graduated  its  first  class  of  K-9  officers  on 
December  1,  1979.     On  April  15,  1980  the  Unit  began  training  a 
second  class  of  eight  Massachusetts  Troopers  and  one  Maine  State 
Trooper . 

Field  Operations  expanded  its  services  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  Police  Traffic  Bureau  by  adding  six  men  to  the  Weight 
Team  and  activating  a  federally  funded  program  to  reduce  traffic 
accidents  caused  by  drunk  drivers. 

The  Air  Wing  also  expanded  adding  a  second  Bell  Jet  Ranger 
helicopter  and  a  six  passenger  fixed-wing  aircraft  to  its  fleet. 

The  Public  Relations  Section  did  more  than  its  share  to 
enhance  the  public  image  of  the  State  Police.     The  Unit  sponsored 
the  First  Annual  State  Police  Junior  Olympics  on  August  11,  1979. 
The  success  of  this  innovative  endeavor  spurred  the  Unit  to 
successfully  hold  a  Second  Junior  Olympics  at  Foley  Stadium  in 
Worcester  on  June  27,  1980.

The  Research  and  Development  Unit  is  an  administrative 
function  of  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety.  Its 
primary  assignment  is  to  carry  out  all  the  planning  projects  of 
the  Division  of  State  Police  in  order  to  insure  continuous  opera- 
tional readiness;  and  to  research  and  develop  new  technical  and 
administrative  programs  which  will  enhance  the  future  organizational 
growth  of  the  State  Police. 

During  the  Fiscal  Year  1980  the  Unit's  minority  recruitment 
officer,  Trooper  Raymond  Jones,  worked  extensively  on  the  Division's 
progressive  program  to  recruit  minorities  and  women  into  its  ranks 
resulting  in  14  minority  males,  1  minority  female,  and  17  white 
females  entering  the  State  Police  Academy  on  July  7,  1980  as  train- 
ees in  the  62nd  Training  Troop.     Trooper  Jones  has  since  been 
reassigned  to  the  Academy  to  continue  his  recruitment  efforts. 

Other  projects  undertaken  by  the  Unit  included  a  critique  of 
the  legislated  amendment  to  the  Alcoholism  Treatment  and  Rehabil- 
itation Law,  disburing  a  breakdown  of  the  changes  to  field  officers; 
changes  in  the  Division's  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual;  redesigning 
the  field  assistance  rendered  cards;   and  the  compiling  and  publish- 
ing of  the  Annual  Report. 
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A  representative  of  the  Unit  attended  the  National  State  and 
Provincial  Police  Planning  Officers  Conference  held  in  California. 

On  a  routine  basis  the  Unit  handled  15  requests  for  information 
from  police  agencies  outside  of  Massachusetts  and  9  from  within  the 
State;  responded  to  a  questionnaire  concerning  House  Bill  #6183; 
and  prepared  attendance  calenders  for  1980,  as  well  as  work  schedule 
calenders  for  the  calender  year  1980. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Unit  was  preparing  to  finalize 
recommendations  for  a  new  and  highly  efficiently  report  system  for 
the  Division.     And  it  was  also  iniating  the  formulation  of  a  fuel 
conservation  program  for  fleet  cruisers.

The  purpose  of  the  Internal  Affairs  Unit  is  to  insure  that 
the  integrity  of  the  Department  is  maintained  through  a  system  of 
internal  discipline  where  objectivity,  fairness,  and  justice  are 
assured  by  intensive,  impartial  investigation  and  review. 

From  the  period  from  July  1,   1979  through  June  30,  1980,  27 
complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Internal  Affairs  Unit.  Of 
these  complaints  11  were  sustained,  9  complaints  were  not  sustained, 
2  complaints  were  withdrawn,  and  5  were  unfounded.     One  complaint 
was  turned  over  to  the  Worcester  County  D.A.'s  office  for  further 
investigation  with  the  officer  being  indicted  and  suspended.  The 
Internal  Affairs  Unit  also  prosecuted  one  complaint  in  a  court 
martial  proceeding  during  this  period.     Three  complaints  were  also 
forwarded  from  the  Troops  to  this  Unit  for  filing  purposes  in  which 
one  complaint  was  sustained  and  twe  were  not  sustained. 

The  disposition  classifications  are  as  follows: 

a.  Sustained  -  The  accused  employee  committed  all  or  part 

of  the  alleged  acts  of  misconduct  and  the 
actions  justify  disciplinary  action. 

b.  Not  Sustained  -  There  is  insufficient  information  to 

prove  or  to  disprove  the  allegations. 
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c.  Exonerated  -  The  alleged  act  occurred    but  was  justified, 

legal,  and  proper. 

d.  Unfounded  -  The  alleged  act  did  not  occur. 

e.  Misconduct  Noted  -  Acts  of  misconduct  were  discovered 

during  the  investigation  that  were 
not  alleged  in  the  complaint.

The  purpose  of  the  Air  Wing  is  to  provide  the  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth,  in  conjunction  v/ith  ground  units,  aerial  services  in 
traffic  enforcement,  emergency  medical  transportation,  as  well  as 
transportation  in  situations  where  time  is  a  factor.     The  Air  Wing 
is  also  used  for  criminal  surveillance,  searches  of  missing  persons, 
both  criminal  and  non-criminal  in  nature,  downed  aircraft,  drownings, 
and  as  an  aerial  observation/command  platform  at  scenes  of  civil 
disturbances  and  disasters. 

The  helicopter  is  made  available  to  all  police  agencies  and 
political  subdivisions  of  the  Commonwealth  for  law  enforcement  and/ 
or  emergency  transportation  in  life  threatening  or  life  saving 
situations.     In  addition,  the  helicopter  has  been  used  by  Federal 
law  enforcement  agencies  when  operating  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  Commonwealth. 
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From  July  1979  to  June  30,  1980  the  helicopter  was  flown 
seven  hundred  thirty  six  hours    (736).     On  October  10,   1979  an 
additional  Bell  Jet  Ranger  was  added  to  the  Air  Wing,  and  in  May 
of  1980  a  Piper  Saratoga  single  engine  airplane  was  also  added. 
The  additional  equipment  will  be  used  to  meet  the  increasing  demand 
for  aerial  equipment  by  law  enforcement  agencies.     The  additional 
equipment  will  allow  total  availability  of  the  Air  Wing  without 
any  loss  due  to  maintenance.     The  Air  Wing  was  utilized  by  sixty- 
four   (64)   Federal,  state,  and  local  political  subdivisions.  These 
searches  and  surveillances  included  missing  persons,  murder  victims, 
robberies,  civil  disturbances,  drownings,  personnel  transport,  drug 
enforcement,  high  speed  chases,  and  Presidential  security.

Introduction 

Since  July  of  1978  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  has  fielded 
a  one  man  unit  to  deal  with  the  employee  assistance  needs  of  department's 
officers,  their  dependents,  and  civilian  workers  critical  to  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  mission.     As  of  February  of  1980  the  manpower  of  the  unit 
has  been  expanded  to  add  another  Trooper  to  these  duties. 

Purpose 

Since  the  beginning,  the  purpose  of  the  Stress  Unit  has  been 
to  treat,  train  against,  and  prevent  the  occupational  stress  hazard 
that  is  so  destructive  of  the  personnel.  In  addition  to  serving  the 
lofty  purpose  of  assisting  employees  in  need,  the  unit  work  has  also 
been  able  to  provide  alternatives  for  management  and  union,  reduced 
nontreatment  liability,  and  returned  manpower  to  the  road  at  a  rate 
approximately  three  times  that  the  unit  expends. 

Method 

The  approach  to  deal  with  the  problem  can  be  best  seen  on  the 
attached  function  chart  which  describes  the  four  areas  of  service 
provided  by  the  unit's  work.     To  date  there  are  few  elements  of 
the  chart  that  have  not  been,   in  some  way.   addressed.  However, 
as  can  be  seen  by  the  following  list  of  special  projects  and  caseload 
breakdown  the  majority  of  the  unit  work  consists  of  crisis  interven- 
tion and  peer  counseling.

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S TATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE 


TROOP  "D" 


Troop  "D"  encompasses  and  provides  law  enforcement  for  seventy-eight  (78) 
cities  and  towns  in  southeastern  section  of  Massachusetts. 

Maintains  patrol  coverage  on  all  major  highways  from  the  heavy  conjested 
commutor  traffic  with  its  problems  in  metropolitan  Boston  area  to  the  tip 
of  Cape  Cod  and  the  Islands. 

During  civil  disturbances ,  under  the  command  of  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, have  been  instructed  to  go  into  cities  and  towns  to  provide  police 
protection.     In  conjunction  with  local  police  departments. 

Assist  police  departments  in  local  civil  disturbances. 

Assist  Department  of  Natural  Resources  -  patrol  coverage  of  state  parks, 
reserves,  beaches  and  rest  areas. 

Provide  assistance  to  the  U.  S.  Federal  Government  on  Federal  reservations, 
Otis  Air  Force  Base,  Bourne:     Cape  Cod  Canal  area. 

Serving  as  a  standby  force  in  maintaining  order  for  all  State  correction 
institutions  in  the  Troop  area.     Searches  for  escapees,  maintaining  riot 
control  for  internal  difficulties  experienced.    MCI  Bridgewater,  Houses  of 
Correction  for  New  Bedford,  Plymouth,  Barnstable,  Forestry  Camp,  Carver. 

Provide  assistance  and  protection  to  private  industry  through  local  police 
re  labor  disputes,  disasters,  civil  actions,  demonstrations,  etc. 

Provide  emergency  assistance  to  the  public  re  domestic  situations,  location 
of  missing  persons,  escorts. 

Provide  expert  ballistics  and  photography/f ingerprinting  service  to  local 
police  by  the  Photo  Lab. ,  State  Police  Middleboro  and  Bureaus  and  Sections 
of  this  Department  in  drug  and  gaming  riots. 

Provide  emergency  blood  runs  from  hospitals  to  hospitals  resulting  in  saving 
of  life  due  to  quick  response  by  State  Police. 

First  at  scene  to  render  investigative  services  in  aircraft  accidents  fatalities 
proper  notification,  etc. 

Assistance  rendered  to  local  police  re  accidents,  chases,  investigations, 
searches,  etc. 

Provide  first  aid  services,  emergency  alerts  in  event  of  natural  disasters  in 
conjunction  with  local  units. 

Provide  assistance  to  Fire  Departments  when  requested  in  maintaining  traffic 
control,  emergency  runs,  etc.

Police  services  for  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  are  furnished  under 
authority  of  Chapter  22,  Sections  9J  and  K.    In  furnishing  these  police 
services,  officers  assigned  to  Troop  "F"  patrol  Logan  International  Airport, 
the  Mystic -Tobin  Bridge  and  the  Maritime  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  Port  Authority  in  the  Charlestown,  South  Boston  and  East  Boston  districts 
of  the  City  of  Boston.    Police  services  to  Hanscom  Field  in  Bedford  are 
furnished  as  needed  in  support  of  the  town  of  Lincoln  Police  Department. 

The  primary  patrol  function  of  Troop  "F"  is  that  of  policing  Logan  International 
Airport.    In  addition  to  the  normal  police  function,  an  airport  generates  requests 
for  police  services  requiring  additional  security  for  the  safety  of  aircraft, 
airline  passengers  and  visiting  dignitaries.    In  conjunction  with  additional 
security  for  dignitaries  arriving  at  Logan  Airport,  the  resources  of  the  entire 
department  were  called  upon  to  provide  security  for  the  unprecedented  visit  of 
His  Holiness  Pope  John  Paul  II  on  October  1,   1979.    Both  the  arrival  on 
October  1  and  the  departure  on  October  2  of  His  Holiness  and  the  accompanying 
receptions  were  accomplished  with  a  high  degree  of  order  and  security. 

Closely  following  the  visit  of  the  Pope,  the  President  of  the  United  States  arrived 
at  Logan  Airport  during  the  month  of  October  and  stringent  security  procedures 
were  instituted  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  Secret  Service  without 
incident.    The  many  candidates  who  entered  the  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts 
Presidential  primaries  were  also  given  extraordinary  security  in  conjunction  with 
the  Secret  Service  during  the  months  of  January  and  February  as  they  traveled 
in  and  out  of  Logan  Airport.

The  Fleet  Administrative  Section  has  the  responsibility  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  State  Police  fleet  and  all 
related  facilities.     All  records  for  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  State  Police  Fleet  are  kept  at  the  Fleet  Administrative 
Office,  490  Worcester  Road,  Framingham,  Ma.     The  receiving  of 
cruisers  from  the  car  dealers,  inspecting  them  for  defects,  regis- 
tering them  with  the  MVMB  &  Registry,  then  issuing  them  to  the 
Troops,  Bureaus,  and  Sections.     All  claims  to  insurance  companies 
for  damages  to  State  Police  cruisers  caused  by  their  insured  is 
processed  through  the  Fleet  Administrative  Section.     The  State 
Police  Body  Shop  comes  under  the  control  fo  the  Fleet  Administrative 
Section  and  cruisers  are  repaired  at  that  location  when  the  responsi- 
bility for  repairs  falls  on  the  Commonwealth.     All  monthly  bills 
incurred  by  the  various  State  Police  garages  throughout  the  state 
are  processed  through  the  Fleet  Administrative  Section.  Close 
coordination  and  cooperation  is  retained  with  the  Fiscal  Section, 
especially  in  regards  to  specifications  for  cruisers,  appraisals 
of  cruisers,  purchasing  of  cruisers,  and  paying  for  cruisers. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  various  programs  which  are 
related  to  the  repairs  of  cruisers  at  the  State  Police  Body  Shop 
and  by  outside  3ody  Shops : 

1.     Used  parts  stored  at  the  Fleet  Body  Shop  amounted  to 

a  savings  of  approximately  $23,036  to  the  Commonwealth. 
Up  until  March  1980  there  was  a  Motor  Equipment  Repair- 
man assigned  to  the  Fleet  Office,  and  among  his  other 
duties  one  was  to  strip  cruisers  that  were  deemed 
"totalled"  and  these  parts  were  stored  in  a  trailer 
located  at  Fleet  and  issued  out  to  various  garages  as 
they  were  needed. 
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2.  Sixty-seven  cruiser  accidents  and  damaged  cruisers 
were  processed  through  the  State  Police  Body  Shop. 
Of  these,  bids  were  obtained  on  45  of  them  for  a 
total  of  $23,539.46  per  the  low  bids.  These 
cruisers  were  repaired  at  the  State  Police  Body 
Shop  at  a  cost  of  $5,227.89,   resulting  in  a  savings 
of  $18,311.57.     Of  the  remaining  22  cruisers  where 
there  were  no  bids  available,  the  cost  to  repair 
them  was  $778.17.     A  conservative  estimate  of  having 
these  repairs  done  by  a  private  body  shop  would  be 
in  the  vicinity  of  $3,700. 

3.  The  insurance  program  resulted  in  the  following 
savings  to  the  Commonwealth: 

A.  $22,513.17  was  recovered  from  insurance 
companies  and  the  payments  made  directly 
to  the  vendor. 

B.  $20,6  97.74  was  recovered  from  the  various 
insurance  companies  on  cruisers  declared 
"totals"  and  the  money  directly  turned  over 
to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Fleet  Administrative  Section  maintains  two  ramp-type 
wreckers /  one  is  assigned  to  the  Fleet  Body  Shop,  and  the  other 
at  SP  Framingham.     The  following  is  the  breakdown  of  the  various 
duties  performed  by  these  vehicles: 

1.  Cruisers  disabled  -  towed  16  4 

2.  Cruisers  in  accidents  -  towed  41 

3.  Turned- in  vehicles  -  towed  20 

4.  MV' s  towed  for  MVMB  28 

5.  Miscellanous  towing  &  use  92 

Total  345 

With  the  issuance  of  the  1979  new  vehicles,   the  Fleet 
Administrative  Section  was  able  to  utilize  the  older  vehicles 
not  assigned  to  anyone  as  "Fleet  Back-ups".     During  the  period 
July  1,   1979  through  June  30,   1980  there  were  80  requests  for 
cruisers,  and  every  request  was  met.     The  use  ranged  from  one  day 
to  several  weeks. 

The  confidential  cruiser  file  is  kept  at  the  Fleet  Administrative 
Office.     Close  cooperation  is  maintained  with  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles  Management  Unit  which  maintains  all  records.     When  a 
request  is  made  for  a  listing  and  the  registration  is  that  of  a 
State  Police  cruiser,   the  requesting  department  is  referred  to  the 
Fleet  Administrative  Section  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles. 
For  the  most  part  it  is  usually  a  local  police  department,  and  once 
confirmation  is  made  that  it  is  a  State  Police  cruiser,  no  further 
inquiry  is  needed.     If  further  inquiry  is  essential,  the  inquiring 
department  is  referred  to  the  proper  State  Police  unit. 
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The  Fleet  Administrative  Section  took  over  the  duties  of  the 
insurance  officer  on  June  1,   1979.     During  the  period  of  July  1, 
1979  to  June  30,   1980  the  development  of  this  program  has  been 
greatly  improved.     With  each  case  more  and  more  expertise  is  being 
developed,  and  in  the  very  near  future  Sergeant  Grazio  will  be 
seeking  small  claims  against  the  other  drivers  in  the  local  district 
courts . 

With  the  new  Framingham  garage  now  in  the  construction  stage, 
expansion  of  the  Fleet  Body  Shop  must  be  contemplated.  Another 
Body  Man  must  be  added.     Also,  a  replacement  must  be  included  for 
the  Motor  Equipment  Repairman  that  was  assigned  to  the  Fleet  Section. 
This  person  before  he  was  transferred  was  responsible  for  stripping 
"totalled"  vehicles  and  setting  up  a  used-parts  inventory  stored  in 
a  trailer  at  the  Fleet  Body  Shop.     The  savings  alone  pays  for  his 
salary,  not  to  mention  the  availability  of  parts.  Conversations 
with  and  literature  on  Fleet  Body  Shop  and  repair  shops  indicate 
the  future  is  in  used  parts  to  save  spiraling  costs  and  repairs. 

In  closing,  it  is  felt  that  expansion  of  this  area  is  a  must 
in  order  to  save  costs  to  the  Commonwealth.

Section,  Firearms  Identification   (Ballistics) ,  Photography/Finger- 
printing Section,  Traffic  Section,  Crime  Laboratory  Section,  and 
the  Civil  Defense  Section. 

The  Bureau  Commander  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
all  sections  assigned  to  the  Bureau  and  shall  be  accountable  to  the 
Staff  Operations  Officer.     He  shall  plan,  direct,  and  coordinate  the 
scientific,  technical,  and  supportive  staff  functions. 

The  aforementioned  Sections  and  Units  are  strictly  supportive 
units  for  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  (Uniformed 
and  Investigatory  personnel),  along  with  other  state,  municipal  and 
federal  agencies  upon  request. 

The  ever  rising  crime  rate,  both  violent  and  drug  related 
crimes,  have  increased  the  awareness  of  law  enforcement  investigators 
in  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  State  Police  scientific  and  technical 
capabilities,  along  with  expert  testimony  necessary  for  conviction 
in  the  presentation  of  evidence.     Each  year  the  work  load  and  demand 
is  also  forever  increasing.     However,  only  through  the  integrity, 
special  training,  and  the  tireless  efforts  of  those  personnel 
assigned  is  the  fight  to  combat  crime  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  met.

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STATE  POLICE  COMMUNICATIONS  SECTION 


The  Massachusetts  State  Police  Communications  Section  is  the 
most  important  technical  segment  of  the  entire  public  safety  opera- 
tion.    It  is  a  viable  entity  which  allows  a  highly  decentralized 
body  of  personnel  and  equipment  to  function  in  coordinated  fashion 
over  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  communications  system  is  composed  of  two  interrelated 
functional  activities — the  State  Police  radio  network  and  the  Law 
Enforcement  Agencies  Processing  System  (a  statewide  police  informa- 
tion computer  and  teletype  system) . 

The  radio  system  is  a  multi -million  dollar  statewide  operation 
comprised  of  46  towers  and  repeater  stations  which  consolidate  the 
law  enforcement  efforts  of  1,600  mobile  patrol  and  detective  units. 
Troopers  on  the  road,  patrolling  alone,  investigating  serious  crimes, 
and  are  exposed  to  many  dangers  in  this  permissive  society  within 
which  we  live.     They  are  often  many  miles  from  assistance  when  their 
life  is  imperiled  on  dark  rural  roads.     Their  only  link  with  safety 
is  the  radio  at  their  immediate  command.     Without  it  they  are  in  a 
vacuum  shut  off  from  the  outside  world. 

The  LEAPS  Teleprocessing  System  links  law  enforcement  agencies 
in  the  Commonwealth  to  a  high  speed  computerized  network  of  police 
information  and  communication — currently  217  local  and  State  Police 
agencies  are  provided  with  the  capability  of  instantaneous  inquiry 
and  response  by  high  speed  digital  equipment  to  a  centralized  com- 
puter located  at  the  State  Police  Headquarters  in  Boston.  Informa- 
tion on  stolen  vehicles  and  registration  plates,  missing  and  wanted 
persons,   lost  or  stolen  property,  lost  or  stolen  securities,  stolen 
guns,  outstanding  warrants,  and  other  viable  police  information  is 
stored  in  the  computerized  system.     The  network  also  provides  par- 
ticipating agencies  with  the  capability  of  information  input  and 
direct  inquiry  to  the  National  Crime  Information  Center   (NCIC)  and 
NLETS  standards. 

At  the  present  time  nine  sworn  officers  are  assigned  to  the 
Communications  Section.     Two  officers  are  assigned  to  administrative 
duties,  one  officer  is  assigned  as  coordinator  for  the  LEAPS  System, 
and  six  officers  are  assigned  as  desk  supervisors. 

The  Communications  Section  at  GHQ  Boston  coordinates  the 
operational  effectiveness  of  field  units  and  decentralized  barracks 
by  providing  primary  informational  resource  data.     Field  units 
obtain  vital  information  concerning  criminal  warrants,  licenses, 
and  registration  data,   suspension  and  revocation  information,  and 
stolen  vehicle  and  property  data  in  an  expedient  fashion  by  telephone, 
radio,  and  computer  terminal  inquiry. 
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Desk  supervisors  coordinate  the  operational  activities  of  all 
manual  and  computerized  system  on  an  around  the  clock  basis,  ensure 
the  security  of  the  building  after  business  hours,  provide  informa- 
tion to  the  public  and  the  media  concerning  road  and  traffic  hazards, 
and  supervise  the  functions  of  State  Police  dispatchers  under  their 
command. 

The  area  coordinator  for  the  LEAPS  System  provides  initial  and 
continuous  training  to  operators  of  participants  in  the  LEAPS  System, 
continuous  training  to  operators  regarding  the  updating  of  LEAPS, 
NCIC,  NLETS,  and  drivers  procedural  changes  and  provides  quarterly 
audits  of  users  entries  furnished  by  the  Quality  Control  Unit. 
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NATIONAL  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  TELEPROCESSING  SYSTEM 


The  interstate  aystee  is  a  National  System  known  as  National 
Law  Enforcement  Teleprocessing  Systea(NLETS).All  machines  on 
this  ays ten  operate  at  1200  words  per  minute. We  have  direct 
connections  via  an  automatic  switching  Center  in  Phoenix, 
Arizona  to  every  state  except  Hawaii* This  system  uses  call 
directing  codes  which  direct  the  Message  to  their  destinations.

STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE 


1.        The  Traffic  Section  is  a  section  of  the  Bureau  of  Technical 

Services  within  Staff  Operations  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police. 

Responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  section  are  divided  into  three 

categories  and  are  listed  below: 
A.  ADMINISTRATIVE 

1.   Assemble,   process,  administer  and  summarize  all  traffic 
activities  of  the  Division  of  the  State  Police.  Upon 
being  summarized  and  processed,   all  data  is  evaluated 
to  seek  out  trends,   strengths  and  weaknesses  and  any 
specific  problem  areas. 


2.  Responsibility   for  developing  and  suggesting  departmental 
policy  as  it  relates  to  traffic  matters. 

3.  Overall  supervision,  planning,   record  keeping  and 
monitoring  of  assigned  tasks  within  the  section,  throughout 
the  state  police  stations,   between  state  and  federal 
agencies  and  in  all  areas  of  police  traffic  law  enforcement. 

B.  TRAINING 

1.   Conduct  and  administer  the  Breathalyzer  and  Radar 
training  programs.      Insure  that  the  state  police 
breathalyzer  and  radar  units  are  properly  maintained, 
certified  and  kept  in  proper  working  order. 

C.  FIELD  OPERATIONS 

1.    Enforcement  of   laws  relating  to  commercial  vehicle 
operation  and  safety.     Maintain  special  emphasis  on 
vehicle  overweight  and   transportation  of  hazardous 
materials.

STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE 


The  function  of  the  Photography  and  Fingerprint  Section  is  to 
provide  technical  assistance  in  the  fields  of  photography,  crime 
scene,  the  science  of  fingerprints,  handling  and  processing  of 
physical  evidence  and  training  in  those  sciences  to  Local,  State, 
and  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Agencies  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

The  primary  mission  is  the  examination  or  comparison  of  materials, 
primarily  by  means  of  photography  and  fingerprinting,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime.    And  the  proper  preparation 
of  this  evidence  for  presentation  to  Grand  Juries  and  courts  in  criminal 
cases. 

With  the  exception  of  our  newest  members,  all  the  Technicians 
assigned  to  the  Photography  and  Fingerprint  Bureau  have  been  qualified 
as  expert  witnesses  in  the  District  and  Superior  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth.    They  have  testified  on  their  findings  involving  crimes 
ranging  from  misdemeanors  to  first  degree  murder  and  have  successfully 
endured  the  rigors  of  cross-examination  by  aggressive  defense  counsels. 

This  section  is  also  involved  in  training  of  new  technicians  both 
Massachusetts  State  Police  and  Local  police,  of  being  responsible  for 
public  relations  photos  and  class  photos  at  the  Academy.    We  are  also 
involved  in  photomacrcgraphy  and  surveillance  documentation  for  other 
sections  within  the  department.    We  are  involved  in  audio-visual  and 
video  taping  of  training  films,  and  documenting  disturbances.    We  are 
involved  in  graphic  arts  to  the  extent  that  we  copy  many  photos  for 
MSBI  (Bureau  of  Identification) ,  we  mount  exhibits  for  Public  Relations 
and  we  make  fingerprint  charts  for  evidence  in  court.    We  are  also 
involved  with  photos  or  movies  of  Massachusetts  State  Police  Graduations, 
Memorial  Day  exercises,  funerals,  and  parades. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  this  Section  has  provided  services  on  a 
twenty-four  hour  basis.    Our  members  are  called  upon  to  perform  their 
tasks  in  a  wide  range  of  situations.    Section  members  were  involved  in 
several  serious  felony  cases  where  individuals  were  convicted  based 
solely  on  fingerprint  evidence.    Section  personnel  were  also  utilized  in 
initiating  and  maintaining  a  background  security  check  of  employees  at 
many  of  the  racetracks  in  the  Commonwealth.

Annual  Report  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory, 
1979-1980 


1.  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety 
Chemical  Laboratory  serves  a  population  of  over  five  million. 
It  is  charged  with  performing  all  of  the  forensic  toxicology, 
fire  and  explosive  chemistry  for  the  state  and  criminalistics 
for  all  the  state,  except  Boston.     In  addition,  the  laboratory 
is  authorized  to  certify  analyses  of  drugs  for  officers  of  this 
department  for  judicial  purposes. 

2.  It  should  be  noted  that  there  have  been  persistent 
personnel  and  automatic  equipment  shortages  during  the  last 

few  years  in  the  laboratory,  nevertheless,  as  indicated  by  the 
annual  summaries,  the  laboratory  personnel  have  completed  an 
unusually  large  number  of  analyses  during  the  last  fiscal  year: 


A.  The  criminalistics  cases  submitted  to  the 
laboratory  number  2349  of  which  7  4  involved 
the  restoration  of  numbers  and  1156  involved 
the  investigation  of  fires  and  explosions 
and  the  evaluation  of  potential  hazards. 

B.  The  cases  submitted  by  the  Medical  Examiners 
and  State  Police  Pathologists,  including 
homicide  investigations,  number  1853. 
Significant  increases  in  highway  death 
investigations  resulting  from  legislation 
requiring  blood  alcohol  tests  on  decedent 
drivers  and  adult  pedestrians  are  included 
in  this  summary. 

C.  Drug  cases  submitted  to  the  laboratory  were 
1404. 

D.  Breathalyzer  Training  Courses  involving 
lectures  on  blood  and  breath  alcohol  levels 
in  addition  to  Breathalyzer  operation  were 
given  to  352  officers  during  the  year.

E.  Legislation  authorizing  the  issuance 
of  blood  alcohol  certificates  in  cases 
of  alcohol  involvement  in  driving  violations 
has  resulted  in  a  total  of  119  driving  while 
intoxicated  cases  submitted  to  the  laboratory. 

3.  The  personnel  and  automatic  equipment  shortages 
noted  beforehand  resulted  in  some  cases  in  the  curtailment 

in  number  and  quality  of  the  requested  examinations,  neverthe- 
less, every  effort  was  made  by  the  laboratory  personnel  to 
complete  the  requested  laboratory  examinations  in  a  profession- 
ally competent  manner.     It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
the  laboratory  is  still  in  need  of  space  because  of  its  rapidly 
expanding  role  in  the  law  enforcement,  narcotic  control  and 
toxicology  fields. 

4.  In  conclusion,  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
cooperation  of  the  Medical  Examiners  and  State  Police 
Pathologists,  other  state  agencies  and  particularly  the  other 
divisions  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  was  forthcoming 
whenever  needed  and  was  much  appreciated  by  the  laboratory 
staff  during  the  fiscal  year  1979-1980.     Personnel  of  the 
Department  who  should  be  especially  commended  for  their 
continuous  assistance  during  the  year  are:

There  was  not  a  significant  increase  shown  in  the  number  of 
fingerprints  classified,   searched  and  identified  during  the  past  year 
due  to  inadequate  staffing.     The  establishment  of  a  fingerprint  classi- 
fication section  dedicated  to  the  classification,   search  and  identifica- 
tion of  fingerprints  has  priority  over  all  other  activities  for  the  next 
fiscal  year.     The  implementation  of  CJIS  (  Criminal  Justice  Information 
System)  and  plans  to  stop  direct  contribution  of  fingerprints  to  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  Identification  Division,  places 
the  added  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  receipt  and  dissemination 
of  fingerprints  and  CORI  (Criminal  Offender  Record  Information)  upon  the 
Bureau  of  Identification. 

Complete  conversion  of  UCR  (Uniform  Crime  Reporting)  mainframe 
and  data  entry  programs  have  been  mostly  finalized  and  when  completed 
will  enable  us  to  continue  this  program  with  a  current  skeletal  force 
which  will  provide  a  valuable  service  at  bare  minimum  cost.  Finalization 
of  this  program  should  be  completed  shortly  with  the  implementation  of 
the  new  computer.     This  phase  of  the  program  will  then  make  available 
complete  statistics  received  which  have  not  previously  been  compiled 
because  of  lack  of  staff  to  operate  a  manual  system.     Information  and 
reports  not  before  assembled  will  then  be  available  to  both  our  contri- 
butors and  other  agencies.

Statement  of  Purpose: 

The  purpose  of  the  State  Police  Unit,  Organized  Crime  Section, 
is  to  investigate  crimes  involving  arson,  crimes  which  have  an 
impact  on  ecology,  more  specifically  hazardous  waste,  political 
corruption  cases,  organized  crime,  white  collar  crime  and  also 
various  individuals  which  meet  our  investigative  criteria. 

We  are  also  involved  in  the  collection,  analysis  and 
dissemination  of  information  pertaining  to  individuals  involved 
in  multi-j urisdictional  crimes.     The  Unit  also  provides  assistance 
through  specialized  investigative  techniques  and  information  and 
provides  prosecutorial  assistance  to  agencies  throughout  the 
country .

To  highlight  a  few  of  this  Unit's  cases  during  the  Fiscal 
year  1979-1980,   this  Unit  cites  the  following: 

The  recently-enacted  Hazardous  Waste  Act  has  provided  this 
Unit  with  the  necessary  enforcement  powers  to  aggressively 
prosecute  the  unlawful  transport,   storing  and  disposal  of 
substances  deemed  dangerous  to  public  health  and  welfare. 
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Following  a  multi-state  investigation  involving  the  illegal 
dumping  of  hazardous  wastes  in  Suffolk,  Middlesex,  and  Plymouth 
Counties,  more  than  a  hundred  indictments,  each  containing 
numerous  counts,  were  returned  against  18  individuals  and 
four  corporations.     This  investigation  is  continually  growing 
with  new  information  being  received  daily  on  potential 
hazardous  waste  dumping  sites. 

While  grand  jury  investigations  are  still  proceeding  in  a 
number  of  counties,  trials  of  arson  defendants  have  concluded 
with  guilty  findings  in  Suffolk  County.     Under  a  grant  received 
by  the  Attorney  General,  we  have  several  on-going  arson-related 
investigations . 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  detect  and  prosecute  instances 
of  official  corruption,  the  Unit's  activities  proved  quite 
fruitful.     Five  individuals,  including  a  Northeastern  University 
professor,  were  indicted  in  the  largest  recipient  welfare  fraud 
cause  in  xMassachusetts '   history,  involving  more  than  a  million 
dollars . 

A  commodities  futures  accountant  is  charged  with  two  major 
investment  schemes  involving  the  sale  of  Krugerrands ,  totaling 
at  least  $300,000  in  losses  to  consumers.     This  case  is  presently 
pending  trial. 

A  Brookline  Health  Inspector  was  indicted  for  receiving 
bribes  of  money  from  a  local  restauranteur  and  a  Building 
Inspector  was  convicted  of  taking  bribes  for  a  property  owner 
in  return  for  issuing  building  permits. 

A  state  employee  was  sentenced  for  illegally  raising  grades 
on  the  civil  service  firefighter's  examination  and  a  former  State 
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and  MDC  police  detective  was  indicted  when  he  illegally  offered 
for  sale  copies  of  a  forthcoming  civil  service  police  promotional 
examination . 

A  Boston  school  teacher  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for 
his  involvement  with  child  pornography.     A  defendant  found  guilty 
of  fraudulently  obtaining  workmen's  compensation  also  received 
a  prison  sentence. 

Ten  individuals,   including  two  commercial  printers,  were 
recently  indicted  in  a  major  automobile  theft  ring,  whose 
operation  involved  the  printing  of  counterfeit  Massachusetts  motor 
vehicle  titles.     The  conspiracy  operated  throughout  New  England. 

The  Organized  Crime  Section's  investigative  accountants, 
acting  under  a  mandate  to  prosecute  crimes  impacting  on  state 
regulatory  agencies,   initiated  40  tax  cases  involving  56  indictments 
claiming  a  total  amount  in  excess  of  $432,000  unlawfully  withheld 
from  the  Commonwealth  in  violations  of  state  revenue  laws. 

In  addition  to  its  participation  in  arson  and  hazardous 
waste  investigations  and  prosecutions,   this  Unit  continues  to 
investigate  and  prosecute  all  crimes  that  may  directly  or 
indirectly  relate  to  transactions  reflecting  organized  crime 
activity . 

This  Unit  cooperates  with  other  agencies  in  combatting  the 
activities  of  criminal  organizations.     It  investigates  cases  at 
the  request  of  the  various  district  attorney's  offices  and  results 
are  then  transmitted  to  those  county  officials  for  prosecution. 

In  addition  to  the  investigative,  prosecutorial  and 
technical  assistance  functions,   this  Unit  also  collects,  analyzes 
and  stores  intelligence  on  organized  crime  elements.     Upon  proper 
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request  and  for  sufficient  reasons,  this  material  may  be  disseminated 
to  other  law  enforcement  agencies. 

The  Technical  Assistance  Center  of  the  Unit  provides  services 
to  other  law  enforcement  agencies  in  such  areas  as  photography, 
information  retrieval  and  electronic  investigative  aids.

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The  Racing  Commission  Unit  was  authorized  with  the  passing 
by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  of  Chapter  49  4  which  amended 
Chapter  128A.     This  statute  authorized  the  Massachusetts  Racing 
Commission  to  request  and  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  to  pro- 
vide a  complement  of  men  for  the  use  of  the  Commission.  This 
law  was  passed  in  1978. 

In  September  of  1979  that  manpower  was  requested  by  the 
Racing  Commission.     One  Lieutenant  was  assigned  to  formulate  the 
Unit.     Evaluation  of  other  states  with  similar  units  showed  that 
the  state  of  New  Jersey  provided  a  good  model  by  which  this  Unit 
could  be  guided.     An  immediate  liaison  was  set  up  with  the  New 
Jersey  State  Police  Racing  Unit. 

In  January  one  Sergeant  was  added  to  the  staff  and  initial 
emphasis  was  placed  on  the  screening  of  applicants  for  racing  at 
Suffolk  Downs  Race  Track  in  East  Boston.     This  process  involved 
the  fingerprinting  of  each  applicant,  application  review,  warrant 
check,  and  criminal  record  check.     It  was  found  that  new  and  per- 
manent forms  were  needed  and  these  were  developed  by  the  Unit  to 
assist  in  the  process.     A  procedure  for  applicant  rejection  was 
developed  to  eliminate  the  most  obvious  undesirables.     This  pro- 
cedure needs  expansion  to  an  established  criteria  for  disqualifi- 
cation.    Interviews,  arrests,  investigations,  and  hearings  generated 
by  this  process  were  routinely  handled  by  the  Unit.     A  Corporal  was 
added  to  the  Unit  in  February  and  a  Trooper  in  March. 

In  March  of  1980  the  program  was  expanded  to  include  the 
New  England  Harness  Raceway.     This  effectively  doubled  the  workload 
and  necessitated  assignment  of  two  officers  to  Suffolk  Downs  and 
two  officers  to  New  England  Harness  Raceway  at  Foxboro .     The  opera- 
tion is  required  to  be  functioning  seven  days  and  seven  nights  a 
week  during  the  peak  racing  season.     During  the  summer  months  the 
various  agricultural  fairs  across  the  Commonwealth  are  allowed 
racing  dates,  and,  again,   this  procedure  must  be  in  operation  there. 
By  June  of  1980  approximately  5,000   (five  thousand)   applicants  had 
been  processed.     The  fingerprinting  and  license  screening  procedure 
is  to  be  extended  to  the  other  race  tracks  in  the  Commonwealth  (dog 
tracks)   as  budget  and  manpower  allows. 

Establishment  of  a  new  State  Police  Racing  Laboratory  and  the 
security  of  that  facility  has  been  a  priority  assignment  for  the 
Unit.     This  has  involved  numerous  meetings  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  officials  and  others.     The  Unit  has  been  and  is  now 
involved  with  the  security  and  handling  of  specimens  obtained  from 
the  various  race  tracks  througout  the  Commonwealth.     Federal  legis- 
lation has  been  filed  to  remove  this  function  from  the  various  states 
if  that  states  specimen  handling  and  analysis  is  not  sufficient.  The 
entire  process  will  then  be  handled  by  the  Drug  Enforcement  Adminis- 
tration. 
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Recommendations  are  routinely  submitted  to  the  Racing 
Commission  as  they  apply  to  the  State  Police  function  in  the 
industry.     Many  areas  as  yet  have  not  been  properly  addressed. 
These  areas  will  be  explored,  and  the  Unit  will  become  involved 
wherever  it  is  necessary.

The  State  Office  of  Investigations  was  formed  in  1976, 
its  purpose  being  to  have  within  State  Government    a  unit  which 
could  be  available  to  the  various  State  Agencies  to  investigate 
allegations  of  corruption  in  State  Government. 

The  establishment  of  this  office  filled  a  gap  in  adminis- 
trative oversight  of  the  activities  of  state  employees.  It 
created  a  small  agency  capable  of  examining  and  reporting  on 
allegations  of  misconduct  ranging  from  criminal  activities  to 
minor  administrative  malfunctions  in  the  workings  of  government. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  office  and  as  a  result  of 
their  investigations,  there  have  been  a  number  of  criminal  in- 
dictments and  administrative  penalties,  including  fines,  resign- 
ations, and  suspensions  without  ?&y. 

Its  investigations  have  not  only  proved  substantive  all- 
egations, but  have  also  cleared  the  names  of  people  unjustly 
accused. 

These  investigations  have  also  provided  the  Executive 
Branch  with  the  opportunities  to  make  managerial  guidelines 
for  State  Agencies" and  State  Employees  more  precise  and  less 
open  to  misinterpretation.

4.  During   the   past   year   many   sucessful   gaming   cases  have 
been   brought    forward   against    several   of    the   higher   echelon  of 
illegal   gaming,    some   with   Organized   Crime   affiliations.

The    first   being  the 
use   of   Court   Ordered   Electronic   Surveillance.      In  every  single 
instance    the   cost   of   using   a   "Wiretap"   has   been  more    than  justified 
when  you  compare   the   cost   of   the   investigation  with   the  fines 
levied   and   monies    confiscated.      Aside    from   the   wiretaps    there  have 
been  numerous   gaming   arrests    this    past    fiscal   year    throughout  the 
Commonwealth      that   were   a   result   of   excellent    investigative  pro- 
ceedures    and    the    individual   effort   of   each  member.

Narcotics  Section  divided  into  three  (3)  areas. 


A.  )    Undercover  Troopers  -  at  the  present  time,  five  (5)  undercover 
troopers  are  on  special  long  term  cases  with  an  expected  six  to  nine  month 
duration.    We  have  attempted  to  divert  our  undercover  troopers  away  from  the 
small  street  corner  buys  and  concentrate  on  the  major  operations.    At  the 
present  time,  approximately  fifteen  (15)  communities  are  waiting  for  assist- 
ance.   This  year  a  new  request  has  come  in  for  assistance  in  private  compan- 
ies, -  which  we  are  unable  to  honor. 

B.  )    Diversion  Investigations:    D.I.U.    -    The  D.I.U.  workload  is 
increasing.    With  the  arrest  of  two  (2)  prominent  Boston  Doctors  -  Dr.  MACHT 
of  Cambridge  and  Dr.  RENNER,  Head  of  Drug  Abuse  for  the  City  of  Boston,  - 
the  citizens  have  become  more  aware  of  the  problem.    This  has  increased  the 
complaints  coming  into  the  Unit.    At  the  present  time  50  to  60  Doctor  complaints 
are  waiting  assignment  and  10  to  15  are  under  current  investigation.  Several 
Pharmacy  investigations  are  underway  and  several  audits  will  take  place  shortly. 

C.  )     Smuggling  Unit:     S/Sgt.  and  two  (2)  Troopers.    One  Trooper  is 
assigned  to  a  special  Task  Force  which  will  last  approximately  nine  months. 
During  the  past  year  the  increase  in  work  has  doubled.    There  are  many  reasons, 
but  a  major  reason  is  D.E.A.  has  had  to  re-focus  their  resources  on  the  influx 
of  White  Heroin.    We  have  been  involved  in  several  multi-million  dollar  operat- 
ions this  year.    With  the  addition  of  the  N.E.S.P.A.C.  Grant,  we  are  becoming 
involved  in  larger  cases  which  take  more  time.    As  more  States  get  involved  in 
Drug  Smuggling  investigations,  we  receive  more  request  for  information. 
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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE: 


A.  )    Undercover  Agents:    A  most  important  function  of  the  State 
Police.    Requests  are  received  daily  from  other  State  Police  Units  and 
Local  Police.    The  undercover  State  Police  officer  is  the  most  valuable 
tool  we  have  in  the  State  Police. 

B.  )    Diversion  Investigative  Unit  -  this  unit  was  formed  in  197^ 
with  a  Federal  Grant  with  a  compliment  of  seventeen  (17)  people.  At 
present,  five  (5)  people  are  doing  these  investigations  full  time.  The 
State  Police  developed  expertise  in  this  field  and  as  a  result,  Doctors, 
Pharmacies  and  Local  Police  call  for  investigations  in  their  communities. 
It  should  be  noted  that  DEA  policy  dictates  that  any  State  that  has  a 
D.I.U.,  the  DEA  refers  all  investigations  to  this  Unit  and  the  Compliance 
Section  of  DEA  does  not  get  involved  with  field  investigations.    With  the 
recent  arrest  of  prominent  Doctors  in  the  Boston  area,  the  case  load  is 
increasing. 

C.  )    Smuggling  Unit  -    Smuggling  is  now  a  year  round  problem  with 
Boats,  Airplanes  and  Motor  Vehicles.    We  are  discovering  that  people  are 
coming  into  Massachusetts,  and  spending  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on 
equipment  and  property.    In  1978  we  investigated  twenty-six  (26)  groups. 
In  1979  we  investigated  thirty-eight  (38)  groups.    In  1980  (till  June  30), 
we  have  investigated  twenty-four  (24)  additional  groups.    We  have  identified 
eighty-eight  (88)  groups  or  organizations  involved  in  Drug  Smuggling  and 
many  of  these  cases  are  still  being  investigated  as  these  groups  continue 

to  smuggle  drugs. 

The  overall  purpose  of  the  Narcotics  Unit  is  to  supply  the 
continued  high  excellence  of  service  to  both  Federal  and  Local  Authorities 
in  Massachusetts  and  throughout  the  Country  and  Canada. 


STATISTICS 

ACTIONS  July  01,  1979  to  June  30,  1980. 

NARCOTICS :    April  1980  -  This  office  arrested  several  people 
and  located  a  three  million  dollar  Angel  Dust  operation  in  Sharon,  Mass. 
This  investigation  started  in  1978  in  the  Worcester  area.    This  was  an 
extremely  complex  case  and  Sgt.  Edward  Branscombe  did  an  excellent  job 
coordinating  this  operation  with  DEA.    These  subjects  were  arrested  as  they 
completed  manufacturing  the  Angel  Dust. 

During  this  same  period,  three  (3)  undercover  Troopers,  while 
working  drug  investigations  in  the  North  Shore,  South  Shore  and  Worcester 
area,  penetrated  three  (3)  Stolen  Car  Rings  and  purchased  one  hundred  (100) 
stolen  cars  -  with  a  retail  value  approximately  $800,000.00. 

A  major  case  was  developed  in  the  Lawrence  area  involving  drugs, 
cars  and  stolen  property  which  resulted  in  the  indictment  of  approximately 
ninety-five  (95)  subjects. 

Undercover  Trooper  working  with  DEA  Agents  was  hired  as  a  Hitman 
on  Organized  Crime  subject.     This  case  went  to  trial  and  subjects  sentenced 
to  10-30  years  at  Walpole. 
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STATISTICS  -  continued: 


D.I.U.  UNIT: 

A.  A  prominent  Doctor  in  Boston  area  was  arrested  for 
violations  of  drug  laws  and  surrendered  his  Schedule  II  License. 

B.  A  Doctor  who  was  head  of  the  City  of  Boston  Drug  Abuse 
Program  was  arrested  for  numerous  counts  of  Narcotics  Violations. 

C.  At  present  time  50  to  60  Doctors  are  awaiting  investi- 
gation for  possible  violations. 

D.  A  major  obstacle  is  the  new  Secrecy  Law  for  Doctors  which 
was  passed  in  the  last  Legislative  Session. 


SMUGGLING  UNIT: 

A.  July  1979  -    Three  (3)  boats  were  seized  with  a  total  of 
eight  (8)  Tons  of  Marijuana  on  Cape  Cod.    This  was  a  case  where  two  (2) 
boats  off-loaded  from  a  motor  sailor  at  the  same  time.    A  follow-up  invest- 
igation revealed  that  six  (6)  motor  sailors  were  involved  with  this  group. 
Our  Sturbridge  office  obtained  intelligence  information  on  this  case 
approximately  one  (1)  month  prior  to  actual  seizure.    Value  of  boats  was 
over  $200,000.00.    Three  (3)  vehicles  were  seized  and  one  later  returned  as 
it  was  a  rental.    This  investigation  resulted  in  the  seizure  and  subsequent 
Federal  Indictment  in  Maine  of  two  (2)  subjects  from  Cape  Cod  and  a  boat 
called  the  "I  FORGOT" . 

B.  We  have  worked  several  Smuggling  cases  with  Maine  State 
Police  which  are  still  under  investigation. 

C.  In  February  1980,  worked  a  case  with  San  Bernardino,  California 
Sheriff's  Department  which  involved  Drugs  being  shipped  to  Massachusetts  and 
monies  sent  via  Western  Union  to  Florida  and  California  in  excess  of  $100,000.00. 

D.  In  Spring  1980  worked  with  Maine  State  Police  on  a  Kidnapping 
in  Stonnington,  Maine  which  is  still  under  investigation.    Associates  of  these 
thirteen  (13)  people  arrested  in  Maine  (all  Massachusetts'  residents)  were 
later  arrested  by  the  Coast  Guard  on  a  boat  with  thirty-three  (33)  Ton  of 
Mari j  uana . 

E.  Investigated  a  subject  who  was  arrested  at  S.P.  Logan  Airport 
with  3220,000.00  in  cash  with  subsequent  award  of  money  Co  the  Mass.  State  Police. 


HIGHLIGHTS  ON  EXPANSION 

The  above  information  demonstrates  the  immediate  need  for  more 
personnel.    The  Drug  cases  are  becoming  iiore  complex  and  enormous  in  scope. 
A  major  investigation  will  take  one  to  two  officers  assigned  to  that  one  case 
as  long  as  six  to  nine  months  and  the  requests  from  other  States  take  an 
enormous  amount  of  man  hours.    At  present,  we  are  primarily  a  reactionary  force 
to  an  event  that  has  already  taken  place.    With  more  personnel,  we  could  be  on 
top  of  the  movements  of  these  organizations.

Currently  there  are  twenty— four   (24)   officers  assigned  to 
the  Major  Crime  Unit. 

The  Unit  has  the  responsibility  of  responding  to  and 
investigating  crimes,  the  nature  of  which  pose  extraordinary 
law-enforcement  problems.     This  responsibility  requires  the 
officers  of  the  Major  Crime  Unit  to  perform  these  duties  in 
all  jurisdictions  of  the  Commonwealth.     The  Unit  also  has  the 
direct  responsibility  for  investigating  all  serious  crimes  which 
occur  in  the  cities  of  Revere,  Chelsea,  and  Winthrop,  in  addition 
to  crimes  committed  on  state  property  in  Suffolk  County. 

The  expertise  of  the  officers  assigned  to  the  Unit  in  the 
areas  of  truck  hi- jacking,  rape  investigations,  auto  theft,  and 
interstate  rendition  enable  the  Unit  to  be  of  invaluable  assist- 
ance to  other  units  of  the  State  Police,  as  well  as  local  police 
departments  throughout  the  Commonwealth.

During  the  past  years  officers  from  the  Major  Crime  Unit 
have  been  involved  in  several  lengthy  investigations  into  organized 
rings  dealing  in  the  theft  of  motor  vehicles  and  tractor- trailer 
parts.     As  a  result  of  the  successful  completion  of  these  investi- 
gations, an  organized  ring  specializing  in  the  theft  and  resale  of 
foreign  motor  vehicles  was  cracked  which  resulted  in  the  recovery 
of  twenty-seven   (27)    late  model  foreign  motor  vehicles  with  a 
total  of  $150,250.     The  Unit  was  also  successful  in  completing  an 
investigation  into  an  organized  ring  dealing  in  stolen  tractor- 
trailer  parts  resulting  in  the  recovery  of  parts  from  thirty-five 
(35)   stolen  tractor-trailer  units,  valued  in  excess  of  one  million 
dollars.

Barnstable  County  Crime  Prevention  and  Control  is  located

394-2233  and  394-2234,  and  one  outgoing  wide  area  telephone  dial- 
ing line   (WATS) .     This  Unit  is  presently  under  the  command  of 
Detective  Lieutenant  Joseph  Arnold. 

The  Barnstable  County  Crime  Prevention  and  Control  Unit  was 
created  in  1973,  the  first  of  its  kind.     Its  purpose  was  initially 
in  gathering  intelligence  on  organized  crime,  assist  local  police 
departments,  and  investigate  serious  crimes.     As  the  study  of 
feasibility  progressed,  other  CPAC  Units  were  opened  throughout 
the  Commonwealth.

As  of  this  writing,  eight  persons  are  assigned  to  the 

Barnstable  County  CPAC,  two  officers,  one  non-commissioned  officer, 

and  five  troopers.

The  Barnstable  County  Crime  Prevention  and  Control  Unit  has 
the  responsibility  for  investigating  and  preparing  cases  for  the 
district  attorneys  offices  in  the  counties  of  Dukes,  Nantucket/ 
and  Barnstable.     This  includes  assistance  to  local  police  depart- 
ments, and  investigation  of  all  homicides,  narcotic,  white  collar, 
and  other  serious  crimes. 

There  are  three  inherent  problems  mainly  due  to  geographic 
location  that  must  be  reckoned  with  in  the  administration  of  this 
Unit. 

Number  1:     Logistics  of  personnel  throughout  Barnstable,  Dukes 
(Marthas  Vineyard) ,  and  Nantucket.     Transportation  to  the  outer 
extremities  is  always  a  source  of  irritation,  heavily  dependent  on 
the  weather.     Use  of  seized  waterborn  vessels  has  eased  this  pro- 
blem slightly  in  the  past  year. 

Number  2:     The  seasonal  influx  in  the  population  of  Cape  Cod, 
Marthas  Vineyard,  and  Nantucket.     Through  the  months  of  May  15  to 
September  15  the  population  often  expands  to  three  times  its  normal 
size,  through  holiday  weekends  often  more.     This  can  create  an  added 
drain  on  personnel. 

Number  3:     Barnstable,  Dukes,  and  Nantucket  Counties  are  sur- 
rounded on  all  sides  by  water,  constituting  about  70%  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts recreational  boating  area.     This  ideally  provides  narcotic 
smugglers  with  hundreds  of  bays  and  inlets  in  which  to  pursue  their 
illegal  actions.     In  the  past  three  years  alone  this  office  has 
seized  four  separate  smuggled  shipments  of  narcotics  in  the  volume 
of  four-to-ten  tons  each.     Gathering  of  intelligence  and  investigat- 
ing narcotic  smuggling  is  given  a  high  priority  by  the  officers  of 
3arns table  CP AC.

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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  SIGNIFICANT  CASES   INVESTIGATED  BY 
BARNSTABLE  COUNTY  CPAC 


In  July  of  1972  two  smuggling  cases  were  uncovered  in  the 
towns  of  Welfleet  and  Orleans,  resulting  in  the  seizure  of  two 
large  sailing  vessels:     Shango,  value  $85,000,  Dominique,  value 
$250,000;   four  trucks,  value  $40,000;  and  two  boats,  value  $8,000; 
including  approximately  four  tons  of  narcotics  with  a  street  value 
of  one  million  dollars  per  ton. 

In  late  Agust  of  1979  officers  from  the  Barnstable  CPAC 
executed  a  search  warrant  at  the  home  of  George  Jacobs  in  Woods 
Hole,  Ma.   seizing  93,000  35mm  color  slides  of  young  males  engaged 
in  homosexual  acts  with  adults  and  other  males,  the  ages  of  the 
children  involved  averaged  between  8-13  years.     It  is  believed 
Jacobs  was  the  largest  supplier  of  this  type  material  with  a 
national  and  international  following.     Thirty  thousand  dollars 
($30,000)   worth  of  camera,  processing,  and  developing  equipment 
was  also  seized  in  conjunction  with  this  case. 

In  mid  September  five  defendants  were  arrested,  and  a  total 
of  one-and-a-half  pounds  of  80%  pure  cocaine,  value  on  the  street 
of  $300,000.     This  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  largest  seizures 
of  cocaine  in  Massachusetts  history. 

A  stolen  car  ring  shortly  thereafter  was  interrupted  with 
the  arrest  of  ten  persons  and  seizure  of  ten  vehicles  at  a  value 
of  $88,000. 

Local  narcotic  raids  for  false  scripts  to  sale  and  distribution 
of  narcotics  in  various  towns  netted  a  total  of  121  persons  through- 
out fiscal  70-80.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  ACITIVITY  (continued) 


In  February  of  1980  the  efforts  of  the  Arson  Task  Force  began 
to  bear  its  fruit.     As  a  result  of  many  months  of  investigation, 
12  persons  were  arrested  in  a  single  raid  charging  insurance  fraud 
to  arson  for  hire,  including  a  former  police  officer  from  within 
the  Barnstable  County  community. 

In  April  of  '80  operation  "F  0  C  U  S"  was  undertaken  as  a  joint 
effort  by  this  Office  with  DEA,  Maine  SP,  and  our    own  Drug  Inves- 
tigation Unit.  This  effort  lasted  a  total  of  five  months  and  hundreds 
of  man  hours,  culminating  in  a  seizure  during  early  September  1980 
in  which  9  persons  were  arrested  for  smuggling,   4  tons  of  narcotics 
worth  approximately  4  million  dollars,   4  boats  worth  $30,000,  5 
vehicles  worth  $4  0,000,  and  radio  equipment  worth  $5,000.

The  CPAC  unit  consists  of  a  Detective  Lieutenant,  one  Staff  Seargeant 
and  four  Troopers.  The  unit's  responsibilities  include  assisting  the  local 
police  departments , District  Attorney's    Office,  and  two  State  Police  barracks 
in  the  detection  of  crime  and  apprehension  of  criminals.  This  county  is  made 
up  of  two  cities  and  thirty  towns,  many  of  which  do  not  have  full  time  police 
departments. 

During  the  1979-1980  fiscal  year  Berkshire  CPAC  had  a  case  load  of 
168  cases,  made  68  arrests,  and  closed  out  110  cases.    About  twenty  percent 
of  the  cases  involved  lenghty  investigations , lasting  approximately  a  month's 
duration  .    Included  in  these  lengthy  investigations  were  several  narcotic 
cases,  an  extortion  case  involving  $40, 000, and  two  unsolved  homicide  cases. 

In  the  reporting  period  assistance  was  rendered  to  the  Office  of 
the  Berkshire  County  District  Attorney  in  the  presentation  of  cases  before 
five  sessions  of  the  Grand  Jury,  two  of  which  were  special  sessions. 

Assistance  was  given  the  District   Attorney  in  the  preparation  of 
three  murder  cases.    This  unit  has  also  assisted  the  District  Attorney  in 
advising  and  offering  opinions  concerning  a  number  of  matters  involving  the 
criminal  justice  system, including  but  not  limited  to  case  preparation  for 
trial, courtroom  security , case  development,  and  numerous  discussions  of 
potential  areas  for  criininal  investigation  in  Berkshire  County. 

This  office  conducted  an  investigation  into  a  larcenous  scheme 
where  an  estimated  $800,000  was  stolen  from  various  members  of  the  Berkshire 
County  community.  The  suspect  was  a  respected  member  of  the  community  and 
had  been  perpitrateing  this  crime  over  a  period  of  years.  The  day  before  the 
suspect  was  to  have  been  arraigned  in  court  he  was  involved  in  a  motor  vehicle 
accident  and  killed.  It  is  suspected  he  commited  suicide  rather  than  face 
the  charges.    Unfortunately  none  of  the  money  was  ever  recovered. 

Another  investigation  of  an  embezzlement  from  an  area  bank  led 
to  the  conviction  of  the  defendant  and  the  recovery  of  $30,000. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  drugs  valued  at  nearly  $1,000,000 
have  been  seized.  In  one  case  this  unit  seized  3  1/2  lbs  of  cocaine  and 
arrested  three  suspects.  This  case  is  still  being  actively  investigated. 
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A  very  detestable  crime  was  investigated  by  this  Unit  and  the 
FBI.     It  involved  the  attempt  to  drive  an  elderly  Black  family  from 
a  local  town.     The  culprits  attempted  to  use  threats  of  violence, 
and  in  one  case,  attempted  to  burn  the  family  out.     An  intensive 
investigation  was  conducted  by  this  Unit  that  resulted  in  indictments 
being  handed  down  by  the  Berkshire  County  Grand  Jury  and  a  suspect 
arrested. 

An  attempt  to  extort  a  favorable  vote  from  a  town  selectmen 
resulted  in  the  arrest  of  two  persons.     This  after  a  length  inves- 
tigation that  caused  considerable  publicity. 

As  a  representative  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office,  this 
Unit  investigated  a  number  of  suspicious  fires.     A  number  of  these 
resulted  in  the  arrest  of  suspects  on  various  arson  charges.  One 
such  investigation  led  to  the  indictment  of  a  suspect  on  the  charge 
of  burning  a  $250,000  airplane. 

A  total  of  twenty-eight   (28)   death  cases  were  investigated  by 
this  Unit.     Seven   (7)   suicides;  fifteen   (15)   unattended  or  sudden 
deaths;  one   (1)   hit  and  run  fatal;  and  five   (5)   homicide  investi- 
gations.      Three  of  these  homicide  investigations  were  solved. 
Two  remain  open. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  cases ,  this  Unit  actively 
investigated  a  number  of  open  cases,   some  dating  back  five  years. 
This  includes  two   (2)   unresolved  homicides  over  four   (4)   years  old. 

During  this  reporting  period  two  veteran  members  of  this  Unit 
were  transferred.     These  vacancies  were  filled  by  members  of  Troop  B.

C-Pac  Unit  is  comprised  of  (2)  Detective  Lieutenants,   (1)  Sergeant, 

and  (6)  Troopers. 
This  unit  assists  the  District  Attorney  and  local  police  agencies 
with  investigations  of  major  crimes  and  certain  investigations  which 
can  be  handled  more  objectively  by  State  Police  officers  than  by  local 
officers . 

We  assist  in  the  preparation  of  cases  for  the  courts  and  the 
presentation  of  evidence  at  the  Grand  Jury  and  trial  level. 

Whenever  necessary  our  C-Pac  officers  call  upon  our  state  chemists, 
ballesticians ,  photographers,   fingerprint  experts,   and  secure  the  services 
of  our  helicopters. 

In  addition  we  handle  investigations  assigned  directly  by  Lt .  Col. 
John  R.  0' Donovan  and  Major  John  F.  Regan  of  the  Bureau  of  Investigative 
Services.  We  handle  the  arrests  and  intricate  procedure  of  all  Governor's 
Warrants  issued  for  Bristol  County. 

During  the  fiscal  year  which  started  July  1,  1979  and  ended  June  30,198 
our  C-Pac  Unit : 

Investigated  282  cases 
Made  143  arrests. 
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Assisted  Federal  Agencies  approximately  40  times. 
Assisted  local  police  approximately  150  times. 
Recovered  29  stolen  vehicles  worth  $149,800.00. 
Seized  drugs  with  a  street  value  of  $40,000.

ANNUAL  REPORT: 

This  unit  at  the  present  time,  consists  of  three  detective 
lieutenants  and  five  troopers  quartered  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Topsfield  barracks.     There  is  also  a  temporary  unit,  consisting  of 
one  detective  lieutenant  and  one  staff  sergeant,  located  in  a  sub- 
office  of  the  District  Attorney    in  Lynn.     Although  the  personnel 
of  that  office  are  carried  on  the  Essex  County  CPAC  roster,  they 
have  been  under  the  direct  control  of  Major  Regan  of  the  BIS.  This 
unit  has  been  involved  in  arson  investigations ,  mainly  in  the  Lynn 
area.     It  appears  that  this  unit  is  near  completion  of  its  work  in 
that  area  and  will  be  disbanded  in  the  near  future. 

The  Essex  County  CPAC 1 s  work  is  mainly  that  which  concerns  the 
Essex  County  District  Attorney's  Office,  headquartered  in  Salem.  This 
is  not  to  say  that  this  unit  is  only  involved  with  the  above-mentioned 
organization,  it  also  concerns  itself  to  a  great  deal  of  investigatory 
work  from  G.H.Q.  and  is  also  involved  with  assisting  the  many  police 
organizations  within  and  outside  of  this  county. 

During  this  reporting  period,  July  1,   1979  to  June  30,   1980  this 
unit  has  been  involved  in  approximately  315  investigations,   resulting  in 
138  arrests,  21  of  which  were  homicides,  96  sudden  or  suspicious  deaths, 
2  rapes,  six  Governor's  warrants,  10  renditions,  six  arson  cases,  and 
2  truck  hi-jackings. 
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This  unit  also  investigated  six  fatal  fires  with  arrests  resulting 
from  some  of  these  cases.     In  addition  to  these  listed  investigations 
there  were  many  non-criminal  inquiries  made,  such  as  applicants  for 
positions  as  state  troopers  for  this  state  and  many  outside  states. 

Investigations  for  the  position  of  bail  commissioner  were  under- 
taken upon  request  of  G.H.Q.  and  other  departments  of  the  State 
Government. 

\ 

The  volume  of  work  undertaken  by  this  unit  during  this  fiscal  year 
has  been  demanding  upon  the  limited  resources  available  in  regard  to 
man  power . 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  supervisor  of  this  unit  that  the  invest- 
igatory manpower  should  be  increased  in  this  unit/  and  most  important/ 
the  position  of  clerk/typist  should  be  filled  so  that  an  investigator 
can  be  released  from  desk  duty  and  out  in  the  field  where  he  is  needed. 
The  clerk/typist  position,  which  is  vacant  and  does  not -have  to  be 
created,  only  filled,  can  be  paid  by  monies  already  allocated.  It 
appears  that  this  office  has  severly  been  affected  by  not  having 
personnel  available  to  type  out  reports  and  keep  a  log, among  other 
various  and  sundry  duties . 

In  conclusion,  this  supervisor  recommends  that  bullet-proof  vests, 
identifying  jackets  be  made  available  to  the  personnel  of  this  unit  for 
their  safety  and  that  the  quarters  housing  the  Essex  County  CPAC  have 
the  electrical  system  improved  so  that  the  air  conditioners,  police  radio 
and  other  electrical  equipment  can  be  safely  operated.

This  unit  is  comprised  of  1  Detective  Lieutenant,   1  Corporal,  and 
7  Troopers.  Two  of  these  troopers  work  a  night  shift  4:30  PM  to  1:00  AM. 


This  unit  conducts  investigations  into  all  serious  crimes  in  the 
Counties  of  Hampshire  and  Franklin.  There  are  only  12  full-time  Police 
Departments  in  these  50  communities  which  cover  an  area  of  over  2,000 
square  miles.  This  unit  works  out  of  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney 
in  Northampton  and  Greenfield.  Numerous  investigations  are  requested  by 
the  District  Attorney,  especially  in  the  field  of  malfeasance  by  public 
officials.  He  also  utilizes  this  unit  in  the  preparation  of  trials  by 
relocating  and  reinterviewing  witnesses.  All  suspicious  fires  in  this 
District  are  investigated  by  this  unit.  Officers  of  this  unit  frequently 
travel  Out -of -State  to  return  prisoners  to  this  jurisdiction  for  trial. 
Illegal  gaming  and  illegal  drug  activities  are  investigated  and  an  extensive 
intelligence  file  is  kept.  Assistance  is  given  to  State  and  local  police 
officers  in  the  drafting  of  affidavits  for  search  warrants.  This  unit  works 
closely  with  the  Medical  Examiners  in  investigating  unattended  and  suspicious 
dea  ths  .

This  State  Police  investigative  unit  consisting  of  14 
investigators  reports  to  the  Commander  of  the  Bureau  of 
Investigative  Services. 

This  unit  conducts  investigation  throughout  the  54  City 
and  Towns  comprising  Middlesex  County  .    These  investigations 
may  be  at  the  request  of  the  District  Attorney,  the  various 
municipalities  involved,  other  State  or  Federal  Agencies, 
or  at  the  direction  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Bureau 
of  Investigative  Services. 

During  the  1979-1980  fiscal  year  officers  assigned  to 
this  unit  successfully  investigated  cases  which  eventually 
resulted  in  the  prosecution  and  conviction  of  individuals 
in  a  wide  variety  of  criminal  activity. 

For  example: 

Investigation  of  distribution  of  pornography  in  Lowell 
resulting  in  two  raids,  3  arrests,  and  18  tons  of  pornography 
confiscated. 

Investigation  of  bizarre  homicide  and  conspiracy  case 
involving  two  servicemen  assigned  to  Fort  Devens  in  Ayer, 
Massachusetts . 

Officers  assigned  to  this  unit  investigated  104  Sudden 
Deaths  and  35  Homicides  resulting  17  arrests. 

This  office  investigated  the  gangland  style  slaying  of 
Organized  Crime  figure  Salvatore  Sperlinga  resulting  in 
arrest  of  individual  responsible.

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During  the  period  of  July  1,   19  79  through  June  30,   19  80, 
there  have  been  five  homicides  committed  at  Massachusetts 
Correctional  Institutions:     Two  at  M.C.I.  Norfolk  and 
five  at  M.C.I.  Walpole. 

The  first  M.C.I.  Norfolk  homicide  has  been  fully  prosecuted 
with  a  guilty  verdict. 

The  second  M.C.I.  Norfolk  homicide  is  awaiting  Grand  Jury 
action . 

Three  homicides  at  M.C.I.  Walpole  are  unsolved. 
One  homicide  is  pending  Superior  Court  action. 
There  was  one  undetermined  death  at  M.C.I.  Norfolk. 

M.C.I.  Walpole  -  There  have  been  a  series  of  assaults  at 
M.C.I.     Walpole  with  an  average  of  serious  assaults  of 
two  per  week.     There  have  been  numerous  lesser  assaults. 
Many  of  the  minor  assaults  concern  assaults  on  officers, 
as  well  as  inmate  on  inmate.     Most  of  the  minor  assaults 
are  handled  between  District  Court  and  the  administrative 
level.  Of  the  serious  assaults,  slightly  less  than  half 
have  been  prosecuted  or  are  awaiting  action.     The  reason 
for  the  low  percentage  of  prosecution  of  serious  assaults 
is  due  to  the  reluctance  of  inmates  to  testify  against 
each  other.     Administrative  action  is  taken  on  all  assaults 
where  suspects  have  been  determined. 

Also  investigated  at  M.C.I.  Walpole  are  matters  of  security 
relating  to  weapons  and  drug  abuse.     Most  of  the  drug  cases 
involving  visitors  have  been  handled  at  the  District  Court 
level.     The  same  holds  true  to  other  items  of  contraband. 

M.C.I.  Norfolk  -  Serious  assaults  average  about  two  per 
month.     Again,  approximately  half  of  these  are  prosecutable. 
Minor  assaults  average  approximately  ten  per  month.  Assaults 
vary  from  beatings  to  use  of  dangerous  weapons  up  to  and 
including  sexual  assaults. 


During  this  period,  there  have  been  eight  homicides,  (other 
than  correctional  institution  murders)   two  of  which  have 
been  prosecuted  with  guilty  findings,   five  cases  are  pending 
Superior  Court  action,  and  one  case  still  under  investigation. 

During  this  period,  we  have  as  a  unit  been  responsible  for 
the  investigation  of  231  complaints  that  have  either  been  or 
are  being  investigated  at  this  time. 

Also  during  this  period,   the  unit  has  been  responsible  for 
H2     arrests,  ranging  from  murder  to  lesser  felonies. 

Members  of  this  unit  have  also  conducted  up  to  this  point, 
a  fruitless  search  for  escapee  Kenneth  Wightman  and  Ralph 
Petroziello,   expending  many  hours  on  same.

The  CPAC  Unit  in  Plymouth  County  consists  of  four  O) 
detective  lieutenants,   one  (1)  staff  sergeant  and  seven  (7) 
troopers.  This  unit  reports  to  the  Bureau  of  Investigative 
Services  and  maintains  offices  at  Troop  D  Headquarters  in 
viddleboro  and  at  the  Superior  Courthouse  in  Brockton. 

The  purpose  of  this  unit  is  to  provide  the  District 
Attorney  of  Plymouth  County  with  greater  investigative  capa- 
bility in  the  course  of  fulfilling  his  obligations  as  the 
chief  prosecuting  officer  of  the  county  and  to  insure  the 
ready  availability  of  expertise  and  manpower  necessary  to 
properly  investigate  homicides  and  other  serious  offenses. 
Another  function  is  to  provide  the  district  attorney  with 
the  means  to  originate  investigations  in  the  area  of  narcotic 
violations  and  organized  crime. 

A  particular  goal  is  the  investigation  and  prosecution 
of  long  standing,   continuing  criminal  activity  which  local 
authorities  have  been  frustrated  in  their  attempts  to  invest- 
igate successfully  due  to  more  pressing  demands  upon  their 
existing  manpower*  The  efforts  of  the  local  authorities 
have  been  stymied, in  many  instances,  due  to  the  fact  that 
some  of  this  criminal  activity  has  become  firmly  entrenched, 
and  the  persons  involved  are  familiar  with  local  personnel 
and  routine  investigative  procedures. 

Another  function  of  this  unit  is  to  provide  a  staff 
of  experienced  investigators  which  can  be  rapidly  shifted 
to  another  jurisdiction  under  an  emergency  situation  cr  to 
assist  in  an  extraordinary  effort. 
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The  flow  of  activity  is  generated,  from  four  sources: 

1.  Complaints  or  information  supplied  to  the  office 
of  the  District  Attorney. 

2.  Complaints  or  information  reported  to  the  Uniformed 
Branch  of  "he  State  Police  or  the  twenty-seven  (27) 
local  police  departments  located  in  Plymouth  County. 

3-     Original  cases  which  are  developed  as  the  result 
of  a  particular  officer's  knowledge  or  his  sources 
of  information. 

Complaints  or  information  relayed  from  the  Office  of 
Investigation  and  Intelligence  Operations  or  various 
other  agencies  (Attorney  General's  Office,   Cut  of  state 
police  organizations,   federal  authorities,  etc.)

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Following  is  a  summary  of  typical  cases  investigated  by 
this  unit  during  the  fiscal  year  1980. 

1.  In  the  early  months  of  1979.   officers  assigned  to 

this  unit  became  aware  of  a  high  level  drug  operation  based 
in  the  town  of  Mattapoisett  with  far-flung  out  of  state 
connections.  :.'J"ith  the  cooperation  of  the  Mattapoisett  Police, 
probable  cause  was  established  and  court  orders  and  warrants 
to  conduct  electronic  surveillance  were  obtained.  Intermittent 
wiretaps  were  conducted  between  the  months  of  April  and 
September  in  1979.  Evidence  was  presented  to  the  Plymouth 
County  grand  jury  in  December  of  1979  and  arrest  warrants 
were  returned  for  twenty  four  (2*0  subjects  in  Plymouth, 
Bristol, Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Counties;  as  well  as  subjects 
located  in  Florida,  Delaware,   Rhode  Island  and  New  York. 


2.  On  August  2*1,1979,  Detective  Lieutenant  Raymond 
Verormeau  investigated  the  alleged  kidnapping  and  rape  of 
a  13  year  old  boy,  who  had  been  forcibly  transported  from 
New  Jersey  to  Middleboro , Massachusetts .  As  the  result  of 

an  intensive  investigation  in  conjunction  with  the  Middleboro 
Police,   the  Plympton  Police  and  New  Jersey  Authorities,  Robert 
S.  Sedach  was  located, tried  and  convicted  in  this  jurisdiction 
of  the  kidnapping  and  rape  of  Keith  R.  Wanaker,  age  13,  of 
Randolph,  New  Jersey.  Sedach  was  also  subsequently  convicted 
of  charges  in  New  Jersey  associated  with  the  abduction  of 
the  /Janaker  boy. 

3.  On  April  10 , 1980 , Tprs .  Robert  A.  Fernandes  and 
Roland  L.  Garrison  responded  to  Marshfield  to  investigate 
a  suspicious  fire  resulting  in  the  death  of  Carmen  Lopez, 
age  7*4-,  at  19  East  Street  in  Marshf ield .  The  body  of  the 
Lopez  woman  was  so  badly  burned  that  it  first  appeared  to 
have  been  an  accidental  death  by  fire. 

The  autopsy  revealed  penetrating  wounds  to  the 
chest  and  back  of  the  victim.  Further  investigation  re- 
vealed that  the  victim  had  been  shot,  bludgeoned  and  in- 
tentionally burned  to  cover  the  homicide  by  an  unknown 
party . 

On  April  11,1980,   at  10:20PM,   James  P.  Riva.ll 
grandson  of  the  victim,  was  charged  with  the  murder  of  Mrs. 
Lopez,  as  the  result  of  the  investigation  conducted  by  the 
above  named  troopers  in  conjunction  with  the  Marshfield 
Police.  Riva  is  currently  incarcerated  in  MCI  3ridgewater, 
awaiting  trial.

The  purpose  of  the  Worcester  CPAC  Office  is  the  investi- 
gation of  homicides  and  other  serious  crimes  in  Worcester  County. 
In  addition,   two  of  the  Detective  Lieutenants  are  assigned  almost 
exclusively  to  investigate  arson  and  other  fire-related  criminal 
activities.     The  Worcester  CPAC  assists  the  District  Attorney  of 
Worcester  County  in  the  investigation,  preparation  for  trial  and 
prosecution  of  criminal  cases.     In  accomplishing  this  purpose,  the 
Worcester  CPAC  works  closely  with  police  and  fire  departments  in 
the  sixty  cities  and  towns  within  the  County.     Investigators  assigned 
to  the  CPAC  Office  also  assist  and  work  with  the  six  State  Police 
Barracks  in  Troop  C,   four  state  hospitals,  and  various  other  state 
agencies,   including  working  closely  with  the  State  Police  Narcotics 
Unit  assigned  to  Worcester  County.     Investigators  also  conduct  all 
investigations  which  come  through  the  District  Attorney's  Office  or 
the  Sheriff's  Department,  including  investigations  in  the  Worcester 
County  Jail,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  Commonwealth  .Investigators  also 
work  closely  with  all  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Agencies. 

During  the  Fiscal  Year  beginning  7-1-79  and  ending  6-30-80, 
Worcester  CPAC  investigated  289  cases  and  made  256  arrests.  Stolen  or 
embezzled  property,  including  automobiles  well  in  excess  of  $100,000  , 
were  recovered  by  this  Unit. 

Along  with  the  routine  work  performed  by  the  Worcester 
CPAC  during  the  reporting  period,  a  major  undercover  investigation 
was  conducted  jointly  with  the  Worcester  PD.     This  undercover  opera- 
tion dealt  with  street  crimes  in  the  general  Worcester  area,  including 
the  grounds  of  the  Worcester  State  Hospital,   and  resulted  in  the 
indictment  and  subsequent  conviction  of  ninety-nine  individuals.     At  the 
conclusion  of  this  undercover  investigation,  Worcester  CPAC  immediately 
initiated  a  similar  undercover  operation  in  Southern  Worcester  County 
which  is  presently  ongoing.

The  present  staff  of  the  Criminal  Information  Bureau  is  comprised  of  one 
Detective  Lieutenant,  one  Research  Assistant  and  one  Senior  Clerk  &  Typist. 
The  Research  Assistant  is  employed  under  the  Federal  Grant  project  referred 
to  as  NESPAC. 

The  purpose  of  the  Criminal  Information  Bureau  is  to  collect  information, 
either  by  investigations  of  its  own  or  contributions  from  other  law  enforce- 
ment agencies,  on  organized  crime,  organized  illegal  gambling  and  other 
illegal  activities . generally  described  as  rackets,  including  information  as 
to  the  identity  and  doings  of  persons  who  engage  in,  promote,  operate  or 
participate  in  such  activities  and  persons  arrested  for  the  illegal  use,  sale 
or  possession  of  harmful  drugs  or  narcotics. 

The  Criminal  Information  Bureau  shall  maintain  files  of  all  of  the  above 
information  and  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  ^1 3  law  enforcement  agencies 
within  the  Commonwealth  that  have  a  concern  for  the  intelligence  information. 


All  information  received  by  th_;  Bureau  as  mentioned  above  and  including 
intelligence  reports  and  investigative  reports  from  all  units  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police  are  catalogued  and  indexed  in  a  cross  reference 
system  using  available  electronic  equipment.    In  the  fiscal  year  1979-1980 
there  were  twenty-nine  thousand,  four  hundred  and  six  (29,406)  indices. 

The  courts  of  the  commonwealth  submitted  four  thousand,  nine  hundred  and 
seventy  (4,970)  notifications  an  drug  and  gaming  charges  and  convictions  for 
the  fiscal  year  1979-1980  to  this  bureau.    Of  these,  two  hundred  and  forty-two 
(242)  were  sent  out  to  the  local  police  departments  in  the  commonwealth  that 
they  concerned. 
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There  were  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  (233)  telephone  subscriber  requests 
from  local  and  out  of  state  law  enforcement  agencies  that  assisted  them  in 
investigations  within  their  jurisdiction. 

One  thousand,  six  hundred  and  thirty-three  (1,633)  background  checks  were 
conducted  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  and  numerous  other  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  from  within  and  without  the  commonwealth. 

Various  police  departments  submitted  two  hundred  and  seventy  (270)  breaking 
and  entering  reports. 

The  correctional  institutions  throughout  the  commonwealth  sent  eight  thousand, 
nine  hundred  and  fourteen  (8,914)  furlough  notices  to  be  processed  by  this  bureau. 

The  total  number  of  court  certifications  notarized  for  the  chemistry  laboratory 
by  this  bureau  were  two  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  forty-four  (2,744) 

The  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services  reports  are  maintained  by  this  bureau. 
They  must  be  read,  indexed  in  the  computer,  fi-ed  and  then  stored  by  the 
personnel  of  this  bureau.    The  total  number  of  cases  frcm  the  Bureau  of 
Investigative  Services  in  the  fiscal  year  1979-1980  was  four  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  (4,928) . 

The  New  England  State  Police  i=dministrative  Conference  (NESPAC)  is  established 
as  a  regional  team  for  intelligence  activities  within  the  six  New  England 
states  area.    This  bureau  is  designated  as  the  central  office  to  maintain 
the  files  for  this  organization.    During  the  fiscal  year  1979-1980  one  thousand, 
three  hundred  and  sixty- five  (1,365)  items  were  indexed  into  the  computer. 

This  bureau  is  also  responsible  for  maintaining,  filing  and  indexing  all  the 
information  from  the  reports  from  the  field  troops.    In  the  year  1979-1980 
seven  thousand  and  ninety  (7,090)  items  were  filed  and  indexed. 

This  bureau  is  further  responsible  for  the  reporting  of  statistical  data  to 
the  Massachusetts  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Unit  for  the  fourteen  counties  of 
!±e  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services.

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HIGH  PRIORITY  GOALS  FOR  FISCAL  1980 


A.     Increasing  ability  to  conduct  more  in-depth  investigations 
leading  to  successful  conclusions   (arrests  for  arson)  by 
providing  an  immediate  response  regardless  of  time  or  day 
of  week  by  increased  staffing  in  the  Division. 

3.     More  adequate  enforcement  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Regulations 
and  the  fire  prevention  responsibilities  imposed  by  Chapter 
148,  G.L.  -  by  providing  better  communications  service  and 
guidance  to  local  fire  prevention  bureaus  so  that  they  may 
enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  in  their  own  community. 

C.  The  training  of  both  local,  fire,  and  police  personnel  and 
State  Police  personnel  in  both  arson  detection  and  investiga- 
tion -  by  continuing  the  regional  Arson  Seminars  sponsored 
jointly  by  this  office  in  the  past  and  the  Mass.  Community 
Colleges  for  instruction  of  local  fire  department  personnel 
in  determining  if  fire  was  of  incendiary  origin   (this  will 
release  more  time  for  State  Police  Investigators  so  that 
they  will  be  able  to  concentrate  on  the  apprehension  of  the 
arsonists),  and  by  cooperating  with  the  State  Police  Academy, 
including  special  courses  on  arson  investigation  in  in-service 
training  and  courses  for  present  State  Police  personnel  and 
local  police  and  fire  arson  action  teams. 

D.  Continuation  of  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Incident  Reporting 
System. 

E.  Implementation  of  a  comprehensive  fire  inspection  check  list 
for  Inns  required  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  148,  Section  4  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Fire  Marshal. 

F.  Creation  of  a  public  relations  guide  for  use  at  the  local  level 
to  curb  the  number  of  arson  fires. 

G.  Utilize  the  media   (radio,  television,  and  press) ,  its  creative 
talents  and  expertise,   to  develop  and  present  programs,  as 
well  as  articles,  which  will  create  a  public  awareness  of  the 
menacing  arson  problem. 

H .  Publicizing  the  citizens  "Arson  Hot  Line"  in  the  Fire  Marshal's 
Office  for  reporting  of  information  relative  to  or  subsequent 
to  an  occurrence. 

I.  Create  interest  for  and  encourage  participation  in  community 
arson  action  and  fire  prevention  programs. 
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Develop  and  offer  technical  educational  programs  for  those 
in  the  fire  and  police  services  and  insurance  industry 
(investigators,  adjusters)  which  define  the  roles  of  each, 
stressing  the  necessity  for  superior  communications  and 
cooperation  between  the  two  sectors. 

Implement  the  provisions  of  Chapter  148,  Section  58  MGL. 
This  statute  governs  the  installation,  inspection,  and 
recharging  of  fire  extinguishers.     The  State  Fire  Marshal's 
Office  will  be  responsible  for  regulating  fire  extinguisher 
firms  and  issuing  the  proper  certificates  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  527  CMR  23.00.

The  objective  of  the  program  is  to  insure  continuing 
safety  to  life  and  property  through  supervision  and 
inspection  of  the  units  outlined  above  and  licensing, 
after  testing,  qualified  people  to  operate  and  repair 
these  units.

STATEMENT  OF 
PURPOSE : 


The  primary  purpose  of  this  law  enforcement 
section  is  to  carry  out  the  mandates  of  the 
statutes  and  to  employ  the  complement  authorized 
by  the  Legislature  to  better  ensure  the  safety 
of  the  countless  millions  of  persons  using  the 
buildings  and  structures  of  this  Commonwealth 
through  supervision  as  well  as  inspection  of 
all  types  and  classification  of  buildings  and 
structures . 
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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE   (continued) : 


Supervisors  of  Plans: 

The  supervisors  of  plans  are  in  charge  and  command  of  and  responsible 
for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  state  building  inspectors 
and  employees  detailed  to  the  building  inspection  section. 

They  examine  and  review  plans  in  conjunction  with  inspectors,  which 
are  submitted  for  their  approval  by  architects  and  engineers.     They  look 
for  the  plans'   compliance  with  all  safety  rules  and  regulations  and  the 
state  building  code  in  both  new  buildings  and  those  to  be  altered,  which 
are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department. 

They  insure  the  safety  of  the  public  insofar  as  it  is  affected  by 
building  construction,  through  structural  strength,  adequate  egress  facil- 
ities, sanitary  conditions,  equipment,  light  and  ventilation,  and  fire 
safety  as  it  applies  to  design,  erection,  repair,  removal,  demolition,  or 
use  and  occupancy  of  buildings,  structures,  or  premises. 

The  supervisors  serve  on  a  continuing  basis  on  regulatory  and  appeals 
boards,  and  on  special  assignments  when  so  designated.     They  provide 
advice  and  technical  assistance  to  both  state  and  local  inspectors,  and 
others  involved  in  the  building  profession. 

State  Building  Inspectors: 

The  inspector  enforces  the  state  building  code  as  to  any  buildings  or 
structures  within  any  city  or  town  which  are  owned  by  the  commonwealth,  or 
any  departments,  commissions,  agencies,  or  authorities  of  the  commonwealth. 
He  also  enforces  the  code  as  to  all  hospitals,  clinics,  nursing,  convalescent 
and  rest  homes.     He  inspects  for  structural  safety,  exit  safety,  and  fire 
prevention  standards.     He  issues  certificates  of  inspection  and  orders  cor- 
rection of  violations  in  writing,  and  initiates  prosecution  for  failure  to 
comply. 

He  reviews  all  plans  for  construction  or  modification  to  any  building 
under  his  jurisdiction,  and  issues  the  necessary  approval  if  satisfactory 
or  recommends  changes  where  required. 

The  inspector  may  review  any  order  or  decision  of  a  local  inspector. 
He  supervises  the  enforcement  of  the  building  code,  makes  periodic  reviews 
of  all  local  building  inspection  practices ,  and  makes  recommendations  for 
the  improvement  of  such  practices.     He  also  provides  technical  assistance 
and  advice  to  local  building  officials. 

He  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner,  temporarily  fulfill  the 
duties  of  a  local  inspector  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30  days.     If  called 
upon  by  the  selectmen  of  a  town  or  the  aldermen  of  a  city,  the  inspector 
may  inspect  any  building  or  structure  or  anything  connected  therewith,  which 
has  been  represented  to  be  dangerous  to  life  or  limb.     If  he  finds  the  struct 
are  to  be  dangerous,  he  may  cause  it  to  be  removed  or  rendered  safe. 

An  inspector  recommends  approval  or  disapproval  of  manufacturing  facili- 
ties and  plans  for  the  units  produced  by  modular  home  manufacturers,  before 
these  units  may  be  installed  in  the  commonwealth.     He  investigates  all 
complaints  regarding  modular  and  mobile  homes. 
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State  3uilding  Inspectors   (continued) : 


He  also  examined  applicants  for  licenses  to  operate  motion  picture 
machines  and  enforces  the  laws  and  regulations  relating  to  the  operation 
of  such  machines.     He  also  inspects  the  construction,  use,  and  certifi- 
cation of  all  motion  picture  booths. 

The  inspector  also  serves,  when  so  assigned,  on  specialized  regulatory 
boards,  and  assists  in  the  formulation  of  any  changes  in  the  basic  code. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety, 
the  inspector  shall  serve  in  emergency  temporary  duty  in  the  State  Police 
to  preserve  peace,  suppress  riots,  or  other  special  related  works. 

ACTIVITIES : 

The  activities  of  this  section,  which  have  been  greatly  restrained  by 
budgetory  constraints  imposed  by  the  legislature,  will  be  found  in  the 
attached  statistical  reports.     As  previously  noted,  we  are  currently  seven 
inspectors  short  of  our  previously  authorized  complement,  and  with  one 
Supervisor  of  plans  scheduled  for  retirement  in  the  near  future,  will  be 
further  limited  in  the  performance  of  our  statutory  responsibilities 
unless  all  these  positions  are  reinstated  and  filled. 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  ACTIVITIES: 

With  the  publication  of  the  third  edition  of  the  state  building  code, 
effective  June  1,  1979,  our  inspectors  and  supervisors  were  required  to 
spend  endless  hours  supplying  their  expert  testimony  based  upon  knowledge 
and  experience,  to  assist  in  subsequent  revisions  to  this  third  edition 
of  the  state  building  code. 

The  new  edition  of  the  code  also  precipitated  a  multitude  of  questions 
from  engineers,  architects,  and  local  officials  who  required  clarification 
of  current  standards  and  advice  on  compliance  with  these  standards. 

State  Building  Inspectors  conducted  numerous  meeting  and  seminars 
in  their  respective  districts  for  local  building  officials  to  resolve 
various  problems  and  to  interpret  the  latest  edition  of  the  state  building 
code  to  ensure  uniform  implementation  of  said  code. 

The  massive  expansion  program  of  the  Metropolitan  Bay  Transit  Author- 
ity, entailing  countless  hours  of  plan  review  along  with  the  on-site 
inspections  involved,  has  demanded  an  inordinate  amount  of  the  inspectors' 
work  schedule.     All  of  the  facilities  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
have  also  been  assigned  to  this  section  resulting  in  an  increased  work 
load  with  the  previously  mentioned  reduction  in  staff. 

A  legitimate  concern  of  this  section  is  the  future  general  safety  of 
the  public  should  the  trend  continue  toward  a  smaller  staff  with  larger 
responsibilities .

During  chis  fiscal  year,  five  meetings  were  held  by  the  Board  of  Boiler 
Rules.     This  included  two  statutory  public  hearings  and  one  advertised  public 
hearing,  all  of  which  were  held  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  146, 
Section  3  of  the  General  Laws,  Tercentenary  Edition,  as  amended,  as  well  as 
Chapter  30  of  the  General  Laws. 

Five  petitions  were  presented  to  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  four  of  which 
were  to  allow  the  extension  of  boiler  inspections  and  one  for  permission  to  manu- 
facture "UM"  tanks  in  Massachusetts. 

As  a  result  of  the  advertised  public  hearing,  a  new  regulation  entitled 
"Controls  and  Safety  Devices  for  Automatically  Fired  Boilers'1  was  adopted. 

The  Board  voted  at  one  of  its  meetings  that  all  of  the  multi-fuel  residential 
boilers  installed  in  one  and  two  family  homes  to  date,  and  those  which  may  be 
installed  during  1980  and  have  passed  the  State  of  Maine  testing  requirements,  be 
approved  as  Mass.  Specials  individually,  and  that  commencing  January  1,  1981,  all 
boilers  to  be  used  within  the  Commonwealth  must  bear  the  "H"  stamp  of  the  ASME  Code.

DESCRIPTION  OF  ACTIVITIES : -     The  Elevator  Section  is  now  responsible 
for  the  inspection  of  elevators  in  the  towns  of  Way land,  Milton  and 
Pembroke.     At  the  present  time  a  total  of  3  54  new  elevators  are  under 
construction  throughout  the  Commonwealth.     The  Elevator  Section  is 
testing  elevators  in  Lawrence  on  a  temporary  emergency  basis.  The 
number  of  inspections  are  increasing  while  the  inspection  personnel 
is  decreasing.     While  there  has  been  some  problem  in  the  contruction 
industry,  high-rise  and  condominiums  are  being  built  constantly. 
This  construction  will  an  substantially  to  the  number  of  inspections 
performed  by  this  Section. 

The  Section  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  elevators  placarded 
this  year  due  to  unsafe  or  dangerous  conditions.     A  decrease  in 
the  number  of  accidents  reported  to  this  Section  is  evidenced  by 
statistical  reportings . 

Also,  where  a  licensed  elevator  operator  is  working  we  seem  never 
to  have  a  bad  accident.     FATAL  accidents  still  continue  where  there 
is  no  licensed  elevator  operator. 

Elevator  accidents  in  general  show  a  decrease  -  the  fatal  accident 
figure  is  less  than  last  year,  decreasing  in  number  by  three.  This 
figure  indicates  the  accident  total  for  the  entire  Commonwealth, 
not  just  state  inspected  elevators.     A  majority  of  the  accidents 
occured  on  escalators  and  were  of  a  minor  nature.     It  is  believed 
that  seme  cities  and  towns  fail  to  make  a  report,  causing  the 
Section's  figures  to  be  on  the  conservative  side. 

Chapter  233,  Massachusetts  General  Law,  was  amened  during  the  last 
legislative  session.     Its  implementation  is  on  a  delayed  basis. 
It  will  be  five   (5)   years  before  all  ancient,  unsafe  elevators  are 
code  modernized.

The  Elevator  Section  conducted  its  first  Training  Seminar  for 
local  elevator  inspectors.       The  attendance  and  results  were 
outstanding.     Depending  on  availability  of  manpower,  further 
seminars  will  be  conducted.     It  is  hoped  that  at  least  one  and 
possible  two  will  be  presented  each  year.     The  response  to  these 
initial  offerings  indicates  that  such  further  sessions  are  an 
absolute  necessity. 

Additionally,  frequent  training  sessions  are  planned  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  our  own  inspectors  informed  of  changes  in 
codes,  regulations  and  new  technology  relating  to  the  various 
new  types  of  elevator  equipment  being  introduced  by  the  industry. 

The  public  is  becoming  more  and  more  dependant  on  elevators. 
Fire  Department's  want  to  utilize  elevators  as  a  means  of  evacu- 
ation in  cases  of  fire  and  other  disasters.     This  new  approach 
will  require  a  great  deal  of  study  and  the  promulgation  of  many 
new,  complex  regulations.       The  state  must  be  realistic  in  a 
monatary  way  if  it  is  to  attrach  and  retain  qualified  personnel 
for  inspections . 

Stronger  liaison  with  Fire  Department  Instructional  Teams  will 
have  to  be  accomplished  because  of  the  increased  number  of 
high-rise  elevators  being  installed. 

Indications  are  that  the  Elevator  Section  will  be  requested  to 
assume  responsibilities  for  elevator  inspections  in  several 
more  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  Commonwealth  during  the 
coming  year.

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The  Life  Safety  and  Physical  Environment  Surveying  Unit  is  responsible 
for  the  surveying  process  of  Medical  care  facilities,  within  the  Oonmonwealth, 
which  participate  in  Title  XVIII  (Medicare)  and  Title  XIX  (Medicaid)  Programs. 
The  Unit  does  not  specifically  enforce  statutory  requirements  but  is  responsible 
for  surveying  facilities  and  following  requirements  of  the  Federal  Register  for 
medical  care  facilities  that  participate  in  the  above  Medicare  and  Medicaid 
Programs.  Initially,  the  objective  of  the  Unit  was  to  survey  facilities  for 
compliance  with  the  Life  Safety  Code  of  1967  as  promulgated  by  the  National 
Fire  Protection  Association.    In  the  years  that  the  Unit  has  been  engaged  in 
the  surveying  process,  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  has 
increased  the  scope  of  our  responsibilities  to  include  Physical  Environment 
Standards  and  ANSI  Standards  for  evaluating  the  accessibility  of  medical  care 
facilities  to  make  buildings  and  facilities  accessible  to  and  usable  by  the 
physically  handicapped. 

The  Federal  Register  has  been  amended,  from  time  to  time,  to  change 
the  technical  requirements  for  the  physical  plant  of  medical  care  facilities. 
With  the  changes  and  additions  for  physical  environment  requirements  came 
added  responsibilities  and  a  redefining  of  our  scope.    Therefore,  the  Unit's 
title  was  changed  from  Life  Safety  Surveying  Unit  to  the  present  title 
mentioned  above. 

Our  goals  include  the  surveying  of  medical  care  facilities  to  identify 
Life  Safety  Code  and  Physical  Environment  deficiencies.    After  the  deficiencies 
are  identified,  a  Deficiency  Statement  is  prepared  and  the  Provider  is  required 
to  submit  a  Plan  of  Correction. 

The  goal  is  to  eliminate    each  cited  Deficiency,  thus,  making  the 
facility  safer  and/or  more  habitable  for  patients. 

In  1979  a  target  of  more  than  900  Surveys  was  set.    Just  under  900  Surveys 
r*ere  conducted  and  Plans  of  Correction  were  submitted.  A  large  number  of  cited 
Deficiencies  were  corrected  in  1979/80.

STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE:    Public  Safety  as  it  pertains  to  the  Skiing  public 
and  their  use  of  aerial  tramways,  lifts  and  tows.    Drawing  up,  amending 
and  enforcing  Tramway  Codes  and  Regulations  and  as  a  result  of  new  legis- 
lation, some  control  over  downhill  and  cross  country  skiers.    The  Board's 
main  purpose  for  being  is  to  direct  the  State  Ski  Areas  on  a  course  of 
preventative  accident  procedures  and  to  enforce  the  State  Ski  Code  for  the 
Skiing  public's  safety.

DESCRIPTION  OF  ACTIVITIES:    The  full  Board  held  nine  meetings  this  past 
fiscal  year  in  Boston,  Boxboro,  Ashby,  Charlemont,  Great  Barrington  and 
Canton,  as  well  as,  five  sub-committee  meetings.    Sixteen  hearings  wer~ 
held  on  various  type  lifts  concerning  various  code  problems.    Seventy- two 
tramway  accidents  were  reported  to  the  Board  this  fiscal  year,  none  of  which 
were  fatal.    A  complete  breakdown  of  accidents  is  available  at  the  Board  of- 
fice.   This  has  been  by  far  the  worst  Ski  Season  ever.    It  came  on  top  of  a 
disastrous  year  and  for  the  first  time  we  had  less  than  a  million  skiers 
using  Massachusetts  facilities.    We  had  a  total  of  900,000  skiers  this  year. 
I  have  no  count  on  cross  country  skiers  due  to  the  lack  of  snow,  few  if  any, 
were  open.    The  license  count  is  down  this  year  as  many  small  areas  without 
snowmaking  did  not  open* .  Large  areas  held  their  own  and  two  areas  reported 
record  years.    We  had  very  few  surface  lifts  operate  last  season.    Many  areas 
ended  up  in  serious  financial  trouble  and  are  in  the  process  of  reorganizing 
for  the  coming  year.    Again,  this  year  four  areas  were  open  for  summer  use, 
using  a  chairlift  at  each  areas  in  conjunction  with  the  so-called  Alpine 
Slide.    Two  areas  were  also  open  for  grass-skiing.    Three  Lift  Operator 
Seminars  were  held  in  Pittsfield,  Holyoke  and  Westford  by  the  Board  in

conjunction  with  the  Mass.  Ski  Area  Operators  Association  and  the  Insurance 
Industry.    They  were  very  successful  and  attended  by  over  400  lift  operators. 
This  same  group  sponsored  the  Annual  Maintenance  Seminar  in  Great  Barrington 
and  again  featured  top  lecturers  in  the  industry  and  one  hundred  and  fifty 
men  from  over  forty  ski  areas  attended.    This  has  become  such  a  superb  event 
that  out  of  state  lift  maintenance  personnel  are  now  attending.    The  Board 
has  joined  the  National  Tramway  Authorities  Association  and  is  hosting  a 
regional  meeting  of  this  group.    This  is  absolutely  necessary  to  keep  the 
Board  aware  of  industry  wide  changes.    Board  members  attend  various  national 
and  local  gatherings  relative  to  Ski  safety  during  the  year.    Most  of  this 
on  their  own  time  and  at  their  own  expense.    Many  ski  area  owners  and/or 
managers  have  met  with  the  Board  during  the  past  year  for  advice  and/or 
instructions  pertaining  to  proper  safety  procedures.    The  Board  has  again 
requested  that  the  Department  hire  a  Registered  Mechanical  Engineer  to  as- 
sist the  Board.    One  new  Chairlift  and  two  new  T-Bars  were  constructed  this 
past  year  and  one  new  Chairlift  is  planned  for  construction  prior  to  this 
season.

STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE: 

1.     The  Board's  purpose  and  the  design  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  is 
to  make  public  buildings  accessible  to,   functional  for  and  safe  for 
use  by  the  physically  handicapped  persons. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  ACTIVITIES: 

1.  Members  and  staff  participated  in  various  conferences  and  training 
sessions  regarding  the  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations  and  the 
relationship  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations  to  Section  504.  Meetings 
included  speaking  engagements  at  the  Attleboro  Rotary  Club,  and 
the  Elevator  Safety  Association.     Board  members  and  staff  also 
participated  in  Jubilee  350  at  City  Hall  Plaza  in  which  the  day 
was  set  for  the  handicapped. 

2.  During  Fiscal  1980,  the  Board  conducted  40  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  encompassing  116  hearings  with  petitioners  appearing 
and  155  without  petitioners  appearing.     The  Board  also  conducted 
23  sub-committee  meetings. 

3.  Enforcement  of  the  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations  has  been  accom- 
plished with  the  aid  from  many  areas:     City  and  State  Building 
Inspectors,  by  Board  members  and  staff  making  on-site  inspections 
and  assistance  through  the  Attorney  General's  Office,  especially 
through  litigation.     Pending  and  resolved  cases  include  Shawmut 
Plaza,  Bellingham;  Beacon  Hill  Theater;  City  of  Springfield; 
Flax  Pond  Condominiums,  Lynn. 

4.  The  staff  gave  technical  assistance  to  architects,  engineers, 
contractors,   owners  and  the  general  public  concerning  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  in  general,   as  well  as  in 
specific  cases.     On-site  technical  assistance  was  also  provided 
in  as  many  cases  that  the  staff  could  accommodate.  The  staff 
handled  approximately  1,000  incoming  and  outgoing  letters,  and 
an  average  of  over  100  phone  calls  per  week  during  construction 
seasons . 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OR  EXPANSION  OF  ACTIVITIES   DEEMED  SIGNIFICANT: 


1.  The  Board  has  two  new  members  since  Fiscal  1930. 

2.  The  Board  is  presently  in  the  process  of  revising  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  various  meetings  have  been  attended  to 
get  input  for  the  new  Regulations. 

3.  The  Board  has  developed  a  good  working  relationship  with  the 
Architectural  Transportation  Barriers  Compliance  Board  in 
Washington,  D.C.     This  has  also  included  trips  to  Washington 
to  discuss  specific  requirements  in  the  country. 

4.  During  Fiscal  1980,  an  ordinance  was  passed  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  empowers  the  city  of  Boston's  Commission  on  the 
Handicapped  to  work  with  the  Building  Department  to  enforce 
our  Regulations  mandating  that  newly  constructed  buildings 
or  those  undergoing  significant  renovation  to  be  accessible 
to  the  physically  handicapped. 

5.  The  Board  has  also  worked  closely  with  Paula  Gold,  Chief  of 
the  Public  Protection  Bureau  in  the  Attorney  General's  Office 
regarding  housing  for  the  handicapped. 

6.  The  Board  has  developed  a  working  relationship  with  the  Mass. 
Historical  Commission  and  has  invited  them  to  attend  any 
hearings  concerning  buildings  on  the  National  Register  or 
that  are  historically  significant. 

7.  During  Fiscal  1980  our  Regulations  were  amended  by  Chapter 
661  of  the  Act  of  1979  which  requires  parking  spaces  to  be 
designated  for  the  handicapped  in  parking  lots  with  a  capacity 
of  25  or  more  automobiles. 

8.  The  Board  relies  on  citizens  complaints  as  a  major  source  of 
business.     There  are  many  areas  of  the  State  from  which  the 
Board  receives  few  complaints  due  to  our  lack  of  visibility. 
The  3oard,  therefore,  has  started  to  explore  ways  to  increase 
our  visibility  through  brochures,  copies  of  our  Regulations, 
public  service  announcements,  etc.,  and  to  make  the  activities 
of  the  Board  more  widely  known.     The  Board  estimates  that  com- 
pliance with  our  Regulations  is  30%  of  what  it  should  be,  and 
we  expect  that  the  laws  will  be  broken  less  frequently  through 
these  efforts.
